To any Constable of the Town of Brookline, Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
hereby required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town 
of Brookline qualified to vote in elections to meet at the polling 
places designated for the several precincts in the said town on 
Tuesday, the ninth day of March, 1926, at seven o’clock in the 
forenoon for the following purposes, to wit: 

To choose by ballot the following town officers: Moderator for 
one year; Town Clerk for one year; five Selectmen for one year; 
Collector of Taxes for one year; Treasurer for one year; one 
Assessor for three years; three members of the School Committee 
for three years; four Trustees of the Public Library for three 
years; two Trustees of the Walnut Hills Cemetery for three years; 
one Park Commissioner for three years; one member of the Water 
Board for three years; three Auditors for one year; three members 
of the Committee on Planting Trees for one year; two members 
of the Planning Board for three years; five Constables for one 
year; also nine town-meeting members in each precinct for three 
years; also the following town-meeting members to fill vacancies: 
in precinct one, one town-meeting member for one year; in pre- 
cinct two, one town-meeting member for two years; in precinct 
eight, one town-meeting member for two years; in precinct nine, 
one town-meeting member for two years. 

For these purposes the polls will be open at seven o’clock in the 
forenoon and shall be closed at seven o’clock in the afternoon. 

And in the name of the said Commonwealth, you are further re- 
quired to notify and warn the same inhabitants to meet at the 
Town Hall in the said town on Tuesday, the twenty-third day of 
March, 1926, at seven-thirty o’clock in the evening, for the follow- 
ing purposes, to wit: 

First, To choose or appoint the usual town officers not heretofore 
mentioned, in such manner as the town may determine. 

Second, To see if the town will vote to authorize the Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money in anticipa- 
tion of the revenue of the current financial year.

Eighteenth, To accept and allow building lines on both sides of 
Sears Road from Lee Street to Hargreaves Road as laid out and 
established by the Selectmen and reported to the town at this 
meeting. 

Nineteenth, To accept and allow the alteration and widening of 
Dudley Street at its junction with Warren Street as laid out by the 
Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting. 

Twentieth, To accept and allow the alteration and widening of 
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Chestnut Street opposite Chestnut Place as laid out by the Select- 
men and reported to the town at this meeting. 

Twenty-first, To accept and allow Wolcott Road as laid out by 
the Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting, and to 
authorize the Selectmen to make entry for the purpose of con- 
struction before all claims for damages are finally adjusted or 
determined. 

Twenty-second, To accept and allow building lines on both sides 
of Wolcott Road for its entire length as laid out and established by 
the Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting. 

Twenty-third, To accept and allow building lines on both sides 
of Lagrange Street from Newton Street to the dividing line be- 
tween Brookline and Newton as laid out and established by the 
Selectmen and reported to the town at this meeting.

Pursuant to the warrant of the Selectmen served ac- 
cording to law upon the inhabitants of the town of 
Brookline by a constable of said town and written no- 
tices sent by mail by the Town Clerk at least four days 
before the day of the meeting to the town-meeting 
members elected and qualified to act in town meetings 
in Brookline, under the provisions of Chapter 36, Spe- 
cial Acts of 1921, accepted by the town of Brookline, 
March 1, 1921, the town-meeting members so qualified 
met at the Town Hall in said Town on Tuesday, the 
twenty-third day of March, 1926, at half past seven 
o’clock in the evening. 

Lists of the duly qualified town-meeting members 
were used at the entrances to the meeting place and 
were in charge of Thomas M. Daley, Thomas B. McCaf- 
fery, Thomas H. Finan, and Thomas R. Daley, tellers, 
who were sworn to the faithful discharge of their du- 
ties. The lists contained the names of two hundred 
and sixty-one (261) town-meeting members qualified 
to participate in and vote in town meetings in Brook- 
line: two hundred and forty-three (243) being the 
town-meeting members elected from the nine precincts, 
and eighteen (18) town-meeting members at large. 

No town-meeting member was allowed within the 
rail until his name had been found on the list and 
checked.

REPORT 


The Selectmen submit the following report for the 
year ending December 31, 1926: 

The death of Mr. Michael Driscoll occurred on June 
11, 1926. He had served the town for over half a cen- 
tury, having been appointed Superintendent of Streets 
and Sewers April 10, 1876. We cannot speak too highly 
of Mr. Driscoll’s loyalty and service to the town. The 
latter has had the benefit during all these years of his 
great skill in the management of the affairs of the De- 
partment of which he was the head. In recognition of 
him and his devotion we put on record this brief expres- 
sion of our feelings, which we know are shared by all our 
citizens. 

A number of important municipal undertakings have 
been initiated during the past year. The work in con- 
nection with covering Village Brook and the construc- 
tion of the sewer extension westerly from Cypress Street 
was begun and was well under way at the close of the 
working season. The Eliot Street drain and sewer have 
been completed. The Fire Alarm Signal Station and sys- 
tem have been constructed and installed and formally 
opened. There are some additional improvements yet to 
be made to put it in perfect working order. 

Licenses for four Bus Lines have been granted, and 
three are already in operation. The problem of the regu- 
lation of the increasing automobile traffic in our streets 
is a serious one that occupies a great deal of the atten- 
tion of the Board. Several important matters are now 
under consideration, among them the handling of the 
traffic when the Cottage Farm Bridge has been completed, 
and the separation of the surface water in the sewers in 
the easterly part of the town. A beginning should be 
made in this latter work and a substantial appropriation 
has been recommended for the purpose. 

As our municipality increases in population the prob- 
lem of government becomes more complicated, but we are 
certain that the town is maintaining its high standard in 
the management of municipal affairs. We desire to ex- 
press our appreciation to the various departments for 
their loyal support and co-operation. 


Valuation and Tax Rate 
The valuation of land in the town increased from $41,- 
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042,100 in 1925 to $48,512,100 in 1926, the increase 
being $2,470,000. The valuation of buildings increased 
from $77,838,700 in 1925 to $86,683,000 in 1926, an in- 
crease of $8,844,300. The total increase in real estate 
values in 1926 was $11,314,300. The valuation of tan- 
gible personal property increased from $17,916,300 to 
$19,156,400, being a gain of $1,240,100. The total valu- 
ation of all property real and personal in 1926 was $149,- 
351,500, a total increase of $12,554,400. 

The tax rate increased from $19.20 per thousand in 
1925 to $21.30 in 1926, owing to a somewhat larger in- 
crease than usual in the amount voted by the town for 
municipal expenses for the year. So far as we are able to 
estimate at this time the tax rate for 1927 will be about 
the same as that of last year, although it must be remem- 
bered that conditions on which this estimate is based are 
very uncertain. It is always desirable that the fluctua- 
tion in the tax rate should be within rather narrow lim- 
its, and it would seem as if this range was becoming set- 
tled after the uncertain conditions following the change 
in the distribution of corporation and income taxes and 
in the new and modern methods adopted in eae er 
financing. 


Finances 


There is a balance of free cash in the Treasury at the 
end of the current year amounting to $81,104.41. The 
net tax levy for 1926 was $3,180,012.95. The amount 
collected was $2,940,042.49, leaving a balance uncollected 
of $239,591.46. This was partially offset by the amount 
collected from previous levies, amounting to $127,565.41, 
leaving the sum of $112,026.05 to be provided out of un- 
expended balances.

Metropolitan Taxes 


The table herewith presented shows Brookline’s pro- 
portion of the payments for Metropolitan parks and 
sewers under existing obligations, as provided by law. 

The basis of apportionment is now a fixed proportion 
as contained in Chapter 92 of the General Laws, and the 
divisions of the tax which are based in whole or in part 
on valuation are in accord with the new valuation estab- 
lished by Chapter 212 of the Acts of 1925 establishing 
the basis of apportionment for State and County taxes. 


County Taxes 


The estimate of the County Commissioners for the year 
1927, calls for a county tax of $660,000, being the same 
amount as last year. This estimate will be submitted to 
the Legislature and hearings had before the estimate is 
finally adopted. If it is adopted Brookline’s share of the 
tax will be $177,334.35. The following amounts have 
been expended by the town in recent years for the county 
Tax:

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Condition of Current Special Appropriations 


The appropriations closed January 1, 1927, together 
with the expenditures therefrom and the balances car- 
ried to general unexpended balance account, are shown 
on the accompanying table under the heading “closed.” 


Appropriations Carried Forward, 1927 


There was a balance of $1,337.63 at the beginning of 
the year in the appropriation for furnishing the Devo- 
tion School of which $80.61 is left, and this is carried 
forward at the request of the School Committee. The 
Water Board requests that the balance of $2,505.10 from 
which nothing has been used during the year for the 
Administration Building be carried forward. The bal- 
ance of appropriation for public playgrounds made in 
1909 amounting to $19,329.07 will be carried forward 
and will be used toward the purchase price of a new 
playground in the rear of School Street. The Park De- 
partment requests that the balance of $1,245.90, Service 
Building, Park Department, be carried forward. The 
appropriations for Memorial Tablets amounting to $3,- 
000.00 will also be carried forward. Of the appropria- 
tion of $85,000.00 for Fire Alarm Building and Equip- 
ment, $80,054.15 has been spent, leaving a balance of: 
$4,945.85 to be carried forward. The sum of $40,500.00 
has been expended for Fire Alarm Exterior Equipment 
and the balance of $4,500.00 of the appropriation will be 
carried forward. Of the appropriation of $57,000.00 for 
Fire Hazard and Ventilation in the schools $47,780.57 
has been spent, and the balance of $9,219.43 will stand 
on the books at the request of the School Committee. Of 
the appropriation of $110,000.00 made at the last annual 
meeting for the construction of certain highways, $65,- 
696,21 has been used, leaving a balance of $44,303.79. 
There is a balance of $22,545.32 out of the appropriation 
of $50,000.00 for Brookline Field Grand-Stand and Field 
House. There is a balance of $1,123.33 of the appropria- 
tion made for Fire Alarm Headquarters furnishings etc. 
and it will be carried forward. Of the appropriation of 
$187,000.00 for Improvements, Village Brook, $66,161.72 
has been used and the balance $120,838.28 will be carried 
forward. Of the appropriation made in 1926 for the 
construction of sewers, $24,049.95 has been used and the 
balance of $32,450.05 will be carried forward. There isa 
balance of $1,175.73 remaining from the appropriation 
of $5,000.00 for the Contagious Hospital alterations. 
Nothing has been expended from the appropriation for 
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School and Library Building, $85,389.00 and for the re- 
location of South Street, $42,000.00. 


Summary 


The total amount appropriated in 1926 for general 
expenses, including the county and metropolitan taxes 
and payment of funded debt and interest was $3,845,- 
629.58, of which $3,828,465.85 was expended. Of the 
total amount of $829,765.08 carried on the books for 
special appropriations, $397,890.96 was expended. There 
was also expended for State and Military Aid and for 
Soldiers’ Tax Exemption $1,358.04. The total amount 
expended by the town for all purposes was $4,227,714.85.

Annual Appropriations for 1927 


The amount recommended for general expenses and 
the amounts proposed for new special appropriations 
are given in the following tables. The amounts asked 
for the general expenses of the public schools, public 
library, water supply, public parks and grounds, com- 
prising headings A, B, and C, and the first two items of 
D in Table II below have been recommended by the 
different boards having these matters in charge and 
have not received the independent judgment of the 
Selectmen. Reference is made to the reports of these 
Boards for information in regard to these appropria- 
tions. All other amounts included in the table of regu- 
lar appropriations are recommended by the Selectmen. 
The total amount proposed for general expenses for 
the current year, 1927, ineluding state, county and 
metropolitan taxes and payments of funded debt and 
interest is $4,013,101.17. The total of the proposed 
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special appropriations included in the warrant for the 
annual meeting is $225,812.00. Of these special ap- 
propriations it is reeommended that the sum of $105,- 
000.00 be borrowed, leaving a balance of $120,812.00 
to be included in the tax levy.

Highway Department 


The policy of laying permanent pavement on the 
main thoroughfares of the town has been continued 
during the past year, and such pavement was laid on 
Brookline Avenue, Chestnut Hill Avenue, Cypress 
Street, and a part of Beacon Street. The policy will be 
continued this year, and an appropriation of $70,000 
is recommended which with the balance on hand will

The Selectmen have approved the recommendation 
of the Chief of Police for the exchange of two motor 
cycles and also for an additional motor cycle for use 
in the department. The 
increase in salary which amounts to thirty-two cents 
for each man in the Department, bringing the salaries 
of the patrolmen up to $6.00 a day. The following is 
the table of appropriations requested:

Suits Pending Against the Town 


Frederick D. Stimpson, Administrator of the Estate of 
Estelle Stimpson vs. Town of Brookline. The declaration 
in this suit, brought for fatal injuries alleged to have 
been received by the decedent from a fall on the sidewalk 
on Evans Road, December 13, 1922, contained two counts, 
one for the death of the decedent and the other for her 
conscious suffering. The court has sustained a demurrer 
to the first count, leaving only the second count for trial, 
and the case is pending. 


Clara Gregory vs. Town of Brookline. This action of 
tort was brought in 1924 for injuries alleged to have 
been received by a fall on the sidewalk near the corner of 
St. Mary’s Street and Commonwealth Avenue, caused by 
snow and ice. The case is pending in the Superior Court, 
Norfolk County. 


Sadie M. Boles vs. Town of Brookline. The plaintiff in 
this case alleges that she received injuries while riding in 
an automobile on Station Street. She was thrown up 
against the roof of the car and claims that the incident 
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was due to a defect in the highway. Suit was brought in 
1924, the ad damnum of the writ being $10,000.00. The 
case iS pending in the Superior Court, Norfolk County. 


Estate of Frank P. Cusick. This is a claim before the 
Industrial Accident Board for compensation by the de- 
pendent of a decedent employee. Since the last report 
the full board entered a finding for the dependent of 
$10.00 a week for four hundred weeks. An appeal has 
been entered in the Suffolk Superior Court and is to be 
taken to the Supreme Court. 


Florence Dashwood vs. Town of Brookline. This action 
of tort for injuries claimed to have been received by a 
defect in the sidewalk on Winchester Street on Septem- 
ber 9, 1924, is pending for trial. There was no railing 
on the sidewalk, and the plaintiff claims that this fact 
constituted a defect. A demurrer filed by the town was 
overruled and then an answer was filed. 


Celia Jennings vs. Town of Brookline. The plaintiff 
in this case claims she received injuries from a defective 
sidewalk on Babcock Street in March, 1925. The case is 
pending for trial. 


Michael L. Barry vs. Town of Brookline. This action 
grew out of the overflow of sewer on Morss Avenue in 
January, 1925. The damage was to the plaintiff’s grocer- 
ies. The case has not yet been heard. 


John C. McGowan, Administrator vs. Town of Brook- 
line. This is an action by an administrator for his de- 
cedent’s death and conscious suffering alleged to have 
resulted to the decedent by being knocked down by one 
of the town’s automobile trucks on June 19, 1925. Action 
was brought in the Superior Court, Norfolk County. A 
demurrer has been filed by the town which has not yet 
been heard. 


Fannie Hall Fegan vs. Town of Brookline.» This action 
of tort brought in the Superior Court, Norfolk County, 
was for alleged injuries from a fall on sidewalk opposite 
14 Harvard Avenue. The case has not yet been heard. 


George R. Marvin vs. Town of Brookline. This action 
was brought in the Superior Court for alleged injuries 
caused by the defective condition of the Reservation at 
the corner of Kent and Beacon Streets. The town claims 
that it is not responsible for the care of this particular 
piece of land. The case is pending for trial. 
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Jennie A. Coombs vs. Town of Brookline—Forrest C. 
Coombs vs. same. These two cases were brought in Feb- 
ruary, 1926. The first for personal injuries and the sec- 
ond by the husband of the plaintiff in the first suit for 
loss of her services. Demurrers have been filed in both 
cases. The sidewalk where the alleged accident took 
place was a temporary one, built by a contractor, who 
filed a bond with the town protecting the latter from lia- 
bility. His Insurance Company has been notified to de- 
fend the case. 


Mabel Walsh vs. Town of Brookline. This was an action 
of tort brought in the Superior Court for Middlesex 
County in March, 1926. The plaintiff claims that she was 
injured while walking along the sidewalk on the easterly 
side of Hammond Street near the Longwood Cricket 
Club. The case is pending for trial. 


Anna Howard vs. Town of Brookline. This action for 
personal injuries alleged to have resulted from a fall on 
the sidewalk at the corner of Summit Avenue and Beacon 
Street in February, 1926, was brought in the Municipal 
Court of Brookline and is pending for trial. 


Boston & Albany Co. and the New York Central R. R. 
Co. vs. Town of Brookline. This was a bill in equity re- 
turnable on the first Monday of April, 1926, in the Super- 
ior Court, Suffolk County, arising out of an alleged de- 
fective condition of a twelve foot sewer known as the 
Kent Street sewer and situated in the location of the 
plaintiff corporations on the Longwood Branch Railroad. 
The case is pending, but in the meantime the sewer has 
been repaired by the town and it is hoped and expected 
that further difficulty will be avoided. 


Suits Settled and Terminated 


Herbert Carroll vs. Town of Brookline and Herbert 
Carroll vs. Constance Flanders. These cases of tort 
brought against the town and a playground instructor for 
injuries received on Brookline Avenue Playground in 
1919 were dismissed in the Norfolk Superior Court in 
December, 1926, for want of prosecution. 


Mary Cannon vs. Town of Brookline. This case was 
brought for alleged injuries received by the plaintiff on 
a plank walk on High Street in 1921. The town obtained 
a verdict in the Superior Court and exceptions taken by 
the plaintiff to the Supreme Court were overruled in 
June, 1926.

Margaret A. Norton vs. Town of Brookline. This was 
an action of tort for injuries received on Heath Street 
because of a defect in the sidewalk in December, 19238. 
The case was settled in February, 1926, by the pay- 
_ ment of $150. 


Amelia Holz vs. Town of Brookline... This action of 
tort was brought against the town for injuries alleged to 
have been received by a fall on snow and ice on the side- 
walk in front of 22 Verndale Street in 1923. The case 
was settled in February, 1926, by payment by the town 
of $100.00. | 


Jacob Wishnow vs. Town of Brookline. Plaintiff 
claimed injuries from a fall on sidewalk opposite 344 Har- 
vard Street and the case was settled by payment of 
$100.00 by the town in July, 1926. 


Town of Brookline vs. Simbroco Stone Company et al. 
The town brought a bill in equity to enjoin the owners 
and lessees of certain property adjacent to the town’s 
property in West Roxbury on which its pumping and 
filling station stands from digging and encroaching 
thereon. As a result of negotiations after the suit was 
brought a final decree defining the property lines and 
enjoining the encroachment has been entered.

Crime 


On September 1st, Mike Ogasian of 12 Dillaway 
Street, Boston, was thrown out of a taxicab, assaulted 
and robbed of three hundred eighty-two dollars and 
a watch, on Lagrange Street and left lying unconscious 
on the roadway. Two women and three men were 
arrested for this offense, probable cause found in the 
lower Court, and they were indicted by the Grand Jury 
but were found not guilty in the Superior Court. 

On December 10th an employee of the Mexican Pe- 
troleum Corporation at a filling station at 850 Com- 
monwealth Avenue reported that he was held up by 
a man with a gun about 10.15 P.M. and robbed of the 
day’s receipts. 

Such other crimes as have occurred have not been 
of a serious nature, and in the main, good order has pre- 
vailed throughout the year. 


Police Signal System 


The police signal system, under the Supervision of 
Superintendent Davis, has, as in the past, given very 
satisfactory service. There are fifty-one (51) boxes 
or stations from which men on street duty communi- 
cate with the police station.

During the year a contract was made with The 
Gamewell Company for the installation of nine recall 
signals in different sections of the Town for use in 
calling men on patrol in emergency cases. This work 
is not completed but will probably be finished during 
the early part of 1927. 

I recommend that two new boxes be installed: one 
to be placed on Heath Street near the Newton line; the 
other to be placed on South Street near the Boston line. 


Traffic 


The increase in motor vehicles each year adds to 
the difficult problem of handling our traffic. The usual 
activities at Braves Field in the Brighton District have 
called for many extra details of men to handle traffic 
on our streets in that vicinity. The plan recently 
adopted of allowing vehicles to park on one side of the 
street in that vicinity during the football season has 
worked out well, although some complaints have been 
received from citizens at times on account of not being 
able to park their cars in front of their own homes. 

The traffic regulations which have been enacted dur- 
ing the year restricting the parking of vehicles to one 
side of some of our narrow streets have greatly relieved 
inde and eliminated danger on these thorough- 

ares. 

Traffic in many of our larger cities is being success- 
fully handled by the use of automatic signal devices, 
and I recommend that such a system be installed at 
Coolidge Corner and at the corner of Cypress and Boyl- 
ston Streets. 

One Sergeant, eight patrolmen and two motorcycle 
men are now assigned to traffic duty, and I reeommend 
that one more motorcycle man be added to the squad. 


Motor Vehicle Service 


One White automobile ambulance; one White auto- 
mobile patrol; one Buick touring car; one Ford touring 
car; two Ford runabouts; two Indian motorcycles. 

The southerly part of the Town is now covered, as 
it has been for several years, by patrolmen in Ford 
runabouts, with satisfactory results. 

There have been 1380 calls for the ambulance during 
the year, of which 67 were for accidents and 63 for sick 
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cases. The number of miles run by the ambulance was 
719. 

The automobile patrol has responded to 328 calls 
for arrests, fires and other emergencies, covering a total 
of 82814 miles. 

The Buick touring car purchased in 1924 has been 
overhauled and repainted and is in good condition. Up 
to date this car has covered 22,150 miles. 

I recommend that the two motorcycles be exchanged 
for new ones, as I consider it more economical than to 
run them a second year. 

The Ford touring car and one of the runabouts 
should be exchanged for new ones. 


The Force

The discipline of the Department in the main has 
been good. 

Charges have been preferred against two patrolmen 
for violation of rules governing the Department; in 
one case the patrolman was found guilty, suspended 
with loss of pay for four months, and deprived of every 
other day off for seven months; in the other case the 
patrolman was found guilty and deprived of every 
other day off for six months. 

Four patrolmen have been before the Committee on 
Police for minor violations of the rules; one was or- 
dered to do punishment duty and the other three were 
reprimanded at roll call by the Chief. 

The members of the Department are entitled to a 
great deal of credit for the zealous performance of 
duty during the year, resulting in several important 
arrests and recovery of a large amount of stolen prop- 
erty. 

Few complaints of violation of the liquor laws have 
been received during the year; several raids have been 
made but the quantity of liquor seized has been small 
and conditions are improving each year. 

The officers and members of the Department have 
responded very cheerfully to all calls for extra duty 
which they have been asked to perform without extra 
compensation. 

The rapid development in the southerly section of 
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the Town in a short time will demand more police pro- 
tection, and I reeommend that a new route be estab- 
lished in that section. If this meets with your approval, 
three extra men will be necessary. 


Especial Mention 


The following named members of the Force are de- 
serving of especial mention for meritorious service per- 
formed during the year: 

Patrolman Joseph P. O’Brien for discovering a fire 
in a dwelling house on January 8th. Good judgment 
on the part of the officer in entering the house, awaken- 
ing the occupants and assisting them to places of safety 
undoubtedly prevented loss of life. Also, on January 
10th for arrest of two young men while attempting to 
break into a store at 782 Commonwealth Avenue. 

Patrolman John F. O’Brien for arrest of a man on 
April 22d for breaking and entering a store on Flora 
Street. 

Sergeant Joseph J. O’Connell, Jr., and Patrolman 
Henry E. Tiernan for arrest of four men on May 21st 
for breaking and entering a drug store at 999 Beacon 
Street. ) 

Patrolman Martin J. Lally for arrest of a boy on 
June 29th for attempt to break into a store at 1001 
Beacon Street. 


Conclusion

members of the Board of Selectmen, my thanks are 
due and hereby tendered for advice and assistance; 
also to the heads of the various Town Departments for 
their co-operation; to many citizens and civic organiza- 
tions for their timely suggestions. I wish particularly 
to express to the officers, patrolmen and all others con- 
nected with the Department my sincere appreciation 
of their loyalty and support throughout the year.

REPORT 


Brookline Mass., Jan. 18, 1927. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Town Hall, Brookline, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit the annual report of the Fire De- 
partment for the year ending December 31, 1926. 

We have had the largest number of alarms and the 
greatest fire loss in the history of the Department. 

The Drill and Pump Schools, the Fire Prevention 
Bureau and the Resuscitation School are proving their 
worth in every respect; in fact one of our members was 
the means of saving the life of a drowning person by 
the resuscitation method operated in this Department. 
Also several members of the Department have been 
commended for exceptional services at an early morn- 
ing fire when three persons were carried to safety over 
our ladders under extremely trying conditions. 

Our apparatus is in fair condition, but it is abso- 
lutely necessary that we modernize and overhaul En- 
gines 2 and 7. These machines are over thirteen years 
old and are equipped with cable brakes which make 
the operation of the machines very dangerous. We 
propose to put these machines in the same condition 
as Engine No. 4 which will prolong the life of these 
machines a number of years. As the cost of one new 
triple combination is over $12,000 it is very evident that 
it will be a great saving to the Town and greatly im- 
prove the efficiency of the Department. 

I would recommend that three new Lieutenants be 
added to the Department as we now have three ma- 
chines that are in charge of a private during a part 
of the day or night and the addition of these Officers 
will result in a material increase in the efficiency of 
these Companies. 

I still renew my recommendation for a new 85 foot 
aerial ladder as I feel that the rapid increase in the 
larger buildings makes it a necessity. 


Fire Record 


During the past year the Department has responded 
to 519 alarms; 185 bell alarms and 334 still or tele- 
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phone alarms. We had seven two-alarm fires and re- 
sponded to 6 Newton and 21 Boston alarms. The Chief, 
Deputy Chief and Officers of the Department re- 
sponded to 33 individual calls. The causes of the fires 
were as follows:

Fire Alarm 


After its long continued service the fire alarm has 
given good service during the year. Of all the boxes 
that have been pulled this year not one has registered 
wrong. 
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Trouble from various causes was less than last year, 
although some of the wire in the underground section 
has been in-use nearly fifteen years. 

The greatest and most expensive trouble is caused 
by automobiles running into boxes and in most cases 
the box is so badly damaged it is cheaper to purchase 
a new box. 

July 23, Box No. 151—Boylston Street and Kennard 
Road, was knocked down by a sedan automobile which 
was struck by a truck. No money was received for 
damages. 

October 20, Box No. 47—-Beacon Street at Kent 
Street, badly damaged; bill of $102.15 was sent to the 
New England Telephone and Telegraph Company. 

November 18, Box No. 214—Kilsyth Road, broken, 
by automobile backing into post badly damaging same. 
Cost of repairs was $231.00, owner of car not found. 

I would recommend that an allowance be made for 
four boxes for possible damages. 


Police Signal System 


Considering the number of years these boxes have 
been in, and the number of times they are used, they 
are giving good service. 

Now that the fire alarm system will be abandoned in 
the Police Station, the charging boards and batteries 
will be moved to the basement of the Police Station. 

Recall signals are to be installed during this year 
which will require changes to be made on the present 
police desk. 

Three Police Boxes were knocked down and broken. 
One at Harvard and Marion Streets, one at Harvard 
and Kenwood Streets, one at Naples Road and Abbotts- 
ford Road. The cost for repairs was paid for one box. 
The box at Kenwood Street was badly damaged; it 
called for a new box at the cost of $161.61. The time 
of accident to box at Harvard and Marion Streets was 
at 2.15 A. M. and owner of car was not found. 

This year Chief Rutherford recommends in his re- 
port that two new police boxes be added. One to be 
located on South Street near the town line and one on 
Heath Street near Woodland Road. 

It will require about one mile of circular loom cable 
to reach these boxes. 

After the new fire alarm is connected the gong in 
the Police Station will be on the fast time and Chief 
Rutherford has requested that a punch register and 
takeup be placed in the office. The cost of this register 
is $250.00

The longest part of the underground conduit put in 
this year was for extension of conduit and service con- 
nections. 

The longest distance where conduit was placed in 
one street was Lee Street, 1,774.2 feet with four ducts. 
Lawton Street accepted at the time the work was done 
has 1,318 feet with four ducts running from Harvard 
Street to Thorndike Street. The conduit on Amory 
Street was run from Beacon Street to Freeman Street 
a distance of 1,068.2 feet. 

On July 12, the company began to remove wires and 
poles on Harvard Street so the street is now clear from 
Beacon Street to School Street.

-Interior Wiring of Buildings 


The number of notices received for wiring this year 
was 2,285. There have been more two-family and 
single houses than in the last three years, while the 
number of three apartment blocks has dropped off. 

Stores have increased and larger commercial build- 
ings are being erected on Harvard Street. 

During the year there has been a larger increase in 
the amount of current used around Coolidge Corner 
and it looks as though the Edison Company would 
begin to increase their wiring system before long. 

Refrigerators and oil burners are on the increase and 
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many times are installed without notices being filed. 
Quite a large number are reported having incorrect 
wiring and the contractor is notified to change the wir- 
ing before current is turned on. 

These new appliances require prompt inspection so 
that the customer is not delayed in having the meter 
installed.

REPORT 


Brookline, Mass., December 31, 1926. 


To the Board of Selectmen, 
Brookline, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


I respectfully submit the thirty-seventh annual re- 
port of the Building Department for the year ending 
December 31, 1926. 

The tremendous amount of buildings for the year 
1925 was followed in 1926 by a very natural let down. 
The value of the new construction was affected par- 
ticularly by the lack of large projects. This depart- 
ment, however, has been very busy with our limited 
force in seeing that the Building Laws were obeyed, 
and we believe we have succeeded as near as is hu- 
manly possible. : 

The period taken constructing a building from the 
time application is made to the completion of the build- 
ing varies from a few months to over a year, and it 1s 
very difficult to know at all times just how, and in what 
manner the work is being carried on. 

It can only be done by very frequent inspections and 
a thorough understanding with the person in charge. 
As a rule, the builder seems inclined to co-operate, but 
there are always a number who try very hard to cut 
corners and save here and there as much as possible, 
regardless of law. With this class we have no sym- 
pathy and we are glad to state that they are in the 
minority. 

There are an increasing number taking their cases 
to the Board of Appeal who can give concessions un- 
der certain conditions which this department is unable 
to do, but the Board is very much alert to their respon- 
sibilities, and is very slow in making any changes from 
the decision of the Building Department. 

Every year we hear from a few dissatisfied owners 
who have a feeling that they have not received what 
they paid for. ~ Almost invariably we find that it is a 
matter for the owner and contractor to settle by them- 
selves as usually the trouble proves to be something 
that very probobly did not come under the jurisdiction 
of any of the offices of the Town. It is very difficult at 
times to explain to the owner, that it is not possible for 
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the town to superintend the construction of their 
houses, that the law in so far as it goes, covers only the 
structural parts of a building where it affects the life 
and health of the community, but does not call for over- 
seeing the carrying out of private agreements between 
the owner and contractor. 

All petitions for garages and gasoline storage were 
investigated by the department and reports on same 
submitted to your Board. 

The hotels, lodging houses, and dormitories in the 
town received regular inspection. In this connection 
attention is called to the greatly increased number of 
dwelling houses which have been converted to dormi- 
tories and fraternity houses, and are used by students 
of the nearby educational institutions. In co-operation 
with the State Building Inspector, a number of fire es- 
capes have been installed on these buildings. 

All halls and places of public assembly have been 
inspected, and correction in egress made where neces- 
sary. 

Each new elevator installation was subjected to a 
full load test and all other freight and passenger ele- 
vators inspected and corrections of defects made.

I respectfully submit the thirty-fourth annual report 
of the Inspector of Plumbing for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1926. 

The total number of permits issued for the installa- 
tion of plumbing was four hundred and eighteen, of 
which one hundred and ninety-nine was for new work 
and two hundred and nineteen for alteration or addi- 
tions to existing plumbing. 

The total cost of plumbing installation was $431,- 
667.00.

In accordance with Chapter 154 General Acts of 
1916, all hot water pressure boilers installed during the 
year were duly inspected, and found to have stamped 
there-on the makers’ name and their guarantee that 
each boiler was tested to not less than two hundred 
pounds hydraulic pressure. 

Every pressure boiler was provided with a tempera- 
ture, relief and vacuum valve as required by Section 
267 of our Plumbing Regulations. | 

During the past year this division has received one 
hundred and one (101) complaints of defective boilers 
or of boilers not properly equipped with the required 
safety devices. Most of these were from the “Tene- 
ment House Inspector.”’ In all cases the owner or agent 
was notified and the conditions were corrected. 

It has been the endeavor of this division for many 
years to do its utmost to protect the public against the 
element of danger in the hot water pressure boiler. 
There are still some owners and agents who do not 
seem to realize these dangers and continue to neglect 
their boilers. 

We again advise the owners, occupants and espe- 
cially the janitor of premises where these boilers are 
in use, to notify this department if they have any reason 
to believe that their boilers are not working properly. 

The drainage of sixteen garages was connected to 
our public sewers through the required gasoline traps, 
and received the approval of the Inspector of the Met- 
ropolitan Sewer Division. 

As has been the practice for the past few years the 
writer and the “Tenement House Inspector’? have made 
many joint inspections of old plumbing systems in tene- 
ment houses. 

We have caused the removal of a number of unsani- 
tary basement toilets, and the installation of modern 
plumbing. 

In addition to the regular duties of inspecting and 
testing plumbing, considerable work was done for other 
departments of the town. 

The routine work of this division remains about the 
same as in former years. 
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Since our plumbing regulations are so different in 
character from those of surrounding municipalities, the 
constant attention and watchfulness of the inspector 
is required to the end that the work of the plumber 
be made to conform to our requirements. We find that 
by close co-operation with the plumber on the job mis- 
takes and violations are largely avoided. 

In all cases where work was found to be done in 
conflict with our regulations corrections were made 
without undue friction.

REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF GAS FITTING 


Brookline, Mass., December 31, 1926. 
Mr. Ernest Lyon, Building Commissioner. 


Dear Sir: 


I respectfully submit the annual report for gas fitting 
and fixture installation for the year ending December 
31, 1926. 

The total number of applications received was 907, 
for which permits were issued, with the exception of 
one. Of this number 170 were for new houses, 8 for 
old houses piped, 12 for old houses which had to be 
repiped, 84 for office, manufacturing and store build- 
ings, and halls, 11 for garages, 10 for fire jobs, 13 for 
house heating plants, 599 for changes and additional 
work done in houses and buildings erected prior to 
1926. 

The writer in his report last year stated that in the 
near future all modern homes and buildings would be 
heated by gas. This year we have had thirteen in- 
stallations of the new gas heating system. This in- 
cludes nine installations of both steam and hot water 
boilers, and four installations of the Columbus Gas 
Furnace, which is a type of dry heat similar to the old- 
fashioned furnace, with gas being used as fuel. 

Demonstrations have been made before the writer 
of these different types of house boilers, and when 
properly installed with a separate vent they have 
proved most satisfactory and practical. This is the ad- 
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vent of a new era in house heating by gas in this part 
of the country. 

The gas flue still presents a very serious problem as 
the vent from all gas appliances must enter a separate 
flue, or above every other coal, wood or oil-burning 
appliance. This trouble usually arises in houses where 
alterations are being made, for in the new houses the 
inspector is acquainted with the appliances which are 
to be installed. 

As in former years all new work has been carefully 
examined and tested and numerous inspections have 
been made of old houses and buildings. Where de- 
fective piping, fixtures or appliances were found, the 
same was called to the attention of the owner and cor- 
rections were made in due time. In a number of cases 
meters with the old lead connections were found to be 
unsafe and these were replaced by the new rigid con- 
nections. 

All public buildings such as churches, halls, audi- 
toriums, hospitals, etc. have been inspected for emer- 
gency lights. 

The writer is again pleased to report that we have 
had no serious accidents caused by gas during the past 
year, although he regrets to report that in two cases 
gas has been used for deliberate asphyxiation. 

Again the writer feels it his duty to issue a warning. 
In case a person is found suffering from gas poisoning 
caused by either manufactured gas or by carbon-mo- 
noxide, fresh air be immediately allowed to enter the 
building and as soon as possible notify the Gas Com- 
pany who have an equipment known as the “Inhalla- 
tor’’ which has proved lifesaving in most cases; in fact, 
in many cases when the victim has apparently suc- 
cumbed.

The following is the Annual Report of the expenses 
and operations of the Engineering Department for the 
year ending December 31, 1926:

Sewers and Drains 


The tables accompanying this report give all details 
relating to the sewers and surface water drains laid or 
acquired by the town during 1926. 

Plans, specifications and unit prices were approved for 
sewers and drains in Randolph, Jefferson and Cary 
Streets, now being built on the Coolidge Estate by pri- 
vate parties, and the construction inspected by this De- 
partment. The sewer in Norfolk Road was extended to 
furnish an outlet for the sewer in Jefferson Road. 

The sewer and drain in Lawton Street were completed 
early in the year and when the street was accepted by 
the town, December 16, 1926, were paid for on the basis 
of prices agreed upon before the work was begun. 

The surface water drainage system in the westerly 
portion of Beaconsfield Road was laid under the inspec- 
tion of this Department. 

At a Special Town Meeting of June 15, 1926, an appro- 
priation was made for a trunk sewer to drain about 65 
acres in the South Street district. This territory drains 
into Boston and the city officials, with their usual co- 
operation, constructed about 700 feet of sewer to provide 
an outlet for the town. This sewer was laid in the pro- 
posed Extension of Grove Street and for nearly one-half 
of the distance the soil conditions were the most difficult 
ever encountered in the town and great credit is due the 
contractor for the successful completion of this work. 
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At the June Town Meeting the takings were made for 
the relocation of Village Brook from Cypress Street to 
the Beaconsfield Garage, and an appropriation made for 
this brook construction and also for a sewer to be laid in 
connection with the brook channel. The new location 
follows the former open channel to a point about 125 feet 
above Sumner Road and for the remainder of the dis- 
tance to the Beaconsfield Garage is parallel with the 
Boston & Albany Railroad location and adjacent to its 
northerly line. The contract for the construction of the 
brook and sewer was awarded to the C & R Construction 
Company. They have prosecuted the work in a very sat- 
isfactory manner, considering the difficulty of access to 
the location and the amount ot water to be taken care of 
at all times. It is hoped that the contract will be com- 
pleted by June 1, 1927. 

To avoid entering upon the Gymnasium grounds a sec- 
ond time the sewer which is being built in connection with 
the brook channel was extended to Sumner Road. There 
remains about 185 feet to be constructed to connect this 
sewer with the outlet in Tappan Street and provision 
should be made to complete this link next season. Pro- 
vision also should be made to connect the upper end of 
this sewer, where it will end with the present contract, 
with the sewer in Dean Road. This portion also should, 
be laid this coming season, as it is of great importance 
that the very deep cut which will be necessary near Dean 
Road be completed before any buildings are erected in 
this vicinity. , 

Nothing has been done towards furnishing drainage 
for the territory being developed by the Bonelli-Adams 
Company, except that about 25 lots will be served by the 
Grove Street Extension sewer if a connection from this 
line is built. 


There have been 25 houses built in the water shed 
draining to the southeast through Boston territory and 
something must be done towards furnishing an outlet 
for this territory within a short time. 


The Pumping Station at No. 1 Grove Street has oper- 
ated satisfactorily during the year, only slight repairs 
being necessary. As this station comes under the head of 
“Maintenance” the care of it was turned over to the 
Sewer Department December 31. 


There have been 218 permits issued to licensed drain 
layers for connections with sewers and drains. There 
have been 175 sanitary sewer connections inspected by 
this Department, 67 surface water drain connections and 
7 connections laid to Edison manholes. 
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There have been 33 repairs necessitated by stoppages 
from tree roots, 23 of which were relaid with cast iron 
pipe. 

There have been 574 inquiries regarding sewer assess- 
ments, information being given many private individ- 
uals and to the Town Collector of Taxes. 

Repairs to the main sewer have been made by the 
Sewer Department under the direction of this Department 
in the section between Aspinwall Avenue and Longwood 
Avenue. These repairs were necessitated by the crack- 
ing of the arch of the main sewer. It is hoped that this 
work will strengthen this sewer so that it will be service- 
able until such time as the surface water can be removed 
from the territory served by this main sewer which now 
operates on the combined system. Studies are now being 
made for the separation of the surface water from the 
sanitary sewer system. As this territory includes about 
900 acres comprising about 18 miles of sewer, most of 
which is in public streets and a large percentage of which 
will have to be paralleled by another structure operat- 
ing as a sewer or surface water drain, as the case may 
be, some idea of the magnitude of this work may be ob- 
tained. 

It is greatly regretted that practically nothing has been 
done towards replotting the record sewer plans and it 
will probably be necessary to increase the force so that 
this work may be prosecuted in addition to the regular 
work of the Department, as these plans are absolutely 
necessary as a matter of record. 

In order that a record might be kept of the actual flow 
in the main sewer near Aspinwall Avenue and in the main 
sewer overflow at the end of Brook Street, gauges were 
installed, the first one being placed in the manhole about 
750 feet east of Brook Street about March 1, and a double 
pen recording gauge in the manhole in the main sewer 
and in the overflow at Brook Street. This latter gauge 
shows not only the height of the sewage in the main 
sewer but also the height of the water in the main sewer 
overflow. 


Streets 


Tables accompanying this report give all the data 
relative to the acceptance, width and cost of the streets 
laid out, widened or relocated during the year, also the 
building lines established and the names of streets 
which have been changed. 

At the Annual Town Meeting Wolcott Road was ac- 
cepted under the law relating to betterments. The street 
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was constructed under contract with Reynolds Bros., Inc., 
practically all of the work being completed August 23, 
1926. Tree pits were constructed under the contract 
and trees were set out by the Tree Department in No- 
vember. Betterments to the amount of $17,172.50 will 
be levied early in January. As practically all the 
abutters signed an agreement, not only to release all 
land necessary and all claims for damages, but also to 
pay whatever betterments might be assessed, it is prob- 
able that this total amount will be collected. This is 
the only street that has been laid out under this Better- 
ment Law since 1920 but, taking everything into con- 
sideration, it is the simplest way of handling new street 
construction. 


Nothing has been done towards the construction of 
Eliot Street, between Dean Road and the Boston & Al- 
bany Railroad, which was accepted by the town at the 
Annual Meeting. 


The work of the widening of Chestnut Street, at 
Chestnut Place; the reconstruction ‘of Dudley Street at 
Warren Street; and Greenough Street, at Cypress 
Place; was done by the Street Department under the 
direction of this Department. 

The reconstruction of Lagrange Street, which was 
relocated by the County Commissioners February 28, . 
1926, was carried out by the Street Department. Part 
of the filling required by this relocation was done with 
ashes furnished by the Health Department, the remain- 
der of the filling was obtained from the excavation 
necessitated by the construction of Wolcott Road, a 
very satisfactory arrangement being made with the 
Wolcott Road contractor for placing this material. The 
obtaining of this filling material in this manner made 
a great saving in the cost of construction and there 
should be a very substantial balance left in the appro- 
priation for the reconstruction of this street. 


At the request of the Street Department, the reloca- 
tion and widening of South Street is being carried out 
by that Department. The portion of the work at the 
junction of South Street is practically completed and 
most of the filling is in place at the junction of Newton 
Street. There still remains a great amount of rock to 
be removed at the junction of Allandale Road and the 
Walnut Hills Cemetery. 

Winchester Path was accepted by the town June 16, 
and an appropriation made for the construction of 
wooden steps. Bids were obtained by this Department 
for the construction of the steps and the contract was 
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awarded to B. W. Neal, Inc., the lowest bidder. This 
Path was opened to the public in September. 

Plans and estimate of cost for the reconstruction of 
Short Street were made but no action was taken 
towards acceptance. 

Plans and estimate of cost were made for the relo- 
cation and construction of South Street, between Grove 
Street and Newton Street. This street was accepted 
by the town at.the Special Meeting of December 16, 
1926, and an appropriation of $42,000 was made for 
its construction. This work will be: put under con- 
tract as early in the spring as the completion of the 
underground work will permit. 

A great deal of time was given to the construction of 
Lawton Street. Although this street was constructed 
by private parties, in order that the requirements of 
the town be met, either the Town Engineer or a repre- 
sentative made almost daily visits to the work. The 
street was finally completed in a very satisfactory man- 
ner and accepted by the town at the last Town Meeting. 

The lines and grades of the streets now being built on 
the Coolidge Estate, called ‘‘Hillfield’’, were approved by 
the Board of Survey after being passed upon by the Plan- 
ning Board. These streets will probably be completed 
and presented to the town for acceptance early in the 
coming year. 

Under the direction of this Department improved 
pavements were laid on portions of Beacon Street, Chest- 
nut Hill Avenue, Cypress Street and Brookline Avenue. 
Before any more work of this class is laid all work neces- 
sary for the separation of sewage and surface water 
should be completed, even though the structure may not 
be put into use immediately. The accompanying table 
shows all details as to location, type of construction, cost, 
etc. This work was done under contract on the basis of 
the standard specifications of this Department. 

In connection with the Chestnut Hill Avenue contract 
the corner of Buckminster Road and Chestnut Hill Ave- 
nue was rounded by agreement with the owner of the 
adjacent property. The land necessary for this rounding 
was not deeded to the abutter but was held by the original 
owner who agreed to deed this land to the town for street 
purposes. This land has not been as yet laid out as a 
public street although it is used as such. 

Plans and estimates for the completion of the streets 
on the Blake Estate have been made and are practically 
ready for action by the town. The owners of the prop- 
erty abutting on these streets have petitioned the town 
that they be laid out and constructed by the town under 
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the Betterment Law. The laying out of a street as a pub- 
lic way is a very cumbersome and expensive matter, as 
will be appreciated when it is stated that this Depart- 
ment has made 48 plans for the streets on this estate. In 
addition to the above mentioned plans, an equal number 
of documents must be prepared for the laying out, order 
of taking and assessments of betterments. It is hoped 
that some change in the statute may be made to sim- 
plify the laying out of public ways. 

Street lines and grades have been given at the request 
of the Street Department for street resurfacing in 102 
cases, for new sidewalks in 117 locations and for miscel- 
laneous work 79 times. In addition to the above it has 
required the services of one field party, and at times two 
parties, to give the necessary lines and grades for the 
construction work carried out under contract by this 
Department. 

Planning Board 


The usual amount of work has been done for the Plan- 
ning Board. The zoning map of the whole town was re- 
drawn and all amendments to the original zoning map 
were incorporated so that the correct outline of all zones 
was shown on one map, which was designated “Zoning 
Map No. 4’. This was accepted by the town at the An- 
nual Town Meeting. Since that time there have been two 
slight changes in zones in the southerly part of the town 
and the necessary plans were prepared for these changes. 

Conferences with the Selectmen and the Metropoli- 
tan Planning Board were attended during the year. 

This Department was requested by the Planning Board 
to make careful surveys for a proposed route from Chest- 
nut Street, through the valley to Goddard Avenue, to fur- 
nish a connection from Boston to the southwestern part 
of the town, which the Planning Board feel is growing 
so rapidly that some direct connection must be provided 
within a short time. 

A plan for the connection of the West Roxbury Park- 
way, as constructed to Newton Street near South Street, 
through Brookline to the Brookline-Newton Line, was 
carefully worked out and furnished to the Planning 
Board for presentation to the Selectmen. 


Board of Survey 


Very little work has been done for the Board of 
Survey during the year, although there have been many 
inquiries regarding streets which have been previously 
considered by this Board. 
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The Rules and Regulations governing the Board of 
Survey work were approved by the Town Attorney and 
printed in pamphlet form so that they are now avail- 
able for distribution. Copies were mailed to all engi- 
neers, surveyors and land developers immediately upon 
their being available. This has eliminated a great deal 
of misunderstanding and greatly simplified the work 
of this Department along these lines. 


Parks 


The boundary line between the land owned by the 
Country Club and the Town of Brookline, known as the 
‘‘Almshouse Lot,’’ was accurately located after a great 
deal of research and work in the field. It was found 
that the Country Club had been using land belonging 
to the town as part of their Golf Course and bridle 
path for many years. In order that the Country Club 
would not be required to relocate part of their Golf 
Course an exchange of land was negotiated which will 
undoubtedly prove to great advantage to both the 
Country Club and the town. Plans for this change 
were made and after the necessary formalities were 
‘complied with monuments were set by this Department 
to mark the new boundary lines. In connection with 
the establishing of this boundary line agreements were 
made with the Country Club to allow the town to slope 
onto their land and in place of the retaining wall in 
the rear of the Almshouse and other town buildings, 
which were in a bad state of repair, filling was placed 
so as to do away with the necessity for this wall and 
a slope was made which has greatly improved the ap- 
pearance of this section of both the town and the Coun- 
try Club land. 

An iron picket fence 5-feet in height was designed 
by this Department and erected on the Tappan Street 
pea ce of the Gymnasium lot and the Manual Train- 
ing lot. 

The Committee, of which the Town Engineer was a 
member, appointed for the consideration of the clean- 
ing of Leverett Pond and the river through the River- 
dale Parkway, concluded their investigations and sub- 
mitted their final report August 30, to the Park De- 
partments of Brookline and Boston. 

Plans and estimates for the grading around the pro- 
posed new Library and School Buildings on the “Oak 
Street Lot,” so-called, have been made at the request 
of the School Department. 
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About the usual amount of work has been done for 
the Walnut Hills Cemetery Trustees. An estimate for 
resurfacing the drives and for additional fence and 
walls was submitted at the request of the Trustees. 


Bridges 


All the bridges for which the town is responsible 
have been carefully examined. The Town Engineer 
feels that it is imperative that the Sumner Road bridge 
be reconstructed at once. Washington Street bridge 
must be rebuilt within a short time and as the Edison 
Electric Company have plans for laying a new conduit 
through Washington Street, which would necessitate 
the reconstruction of?a small portion of this bridge, it 
is recommended that provision be made for reconstruc- 
tion of the westerly half of this bridge the coming sea- 
son. The central portion of the bridge, which supports 
the tracks of the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
was rebuilt in 1905 and does not need attention at this 
time. The easterly half may possibly be safe for 
another year but certainly should be rebuilt in 1928. 

Chestnut Hill Avenue Bridge, over the Boston & AlI- 
bany tracks, has been recently reconstructed by the Bos-: 
ton & Albany Railroad Company. The Railroad Company 
originally planned to make the new bridge of such a 
strength as to carry a load of only 10 tons and it was 
found that a bridge of this strength was all that could be 
required of them. As loads of 15 tons are not at all un- 
common, it was felt that a bridge of a strength sufficient 
to carry this loading should be provided for, and an 
agreement was reached between the town and the Rail- 
road for the construction of a bridge of the proper 
strength, the town paying $1000 towards the cost and 
agreeing to place and maintain the wearing surface of 
the roadway of the bridge. This work, with the exception 
of the wearing surface of the roadway, was completed 
early in December and although it will be impossible to 
lay the asphalt road surface, the bridge will be open to 
traffic early in January and provisions must be made for 
laying the road surface as soon as the weather will per- 
mit in.the spring. 


Water Department 


About the usual amount of work has been done for 
the Water Department, lines and grades being given for 
water pipe extensions in various new streets. Measure- 
ments of rock excavated by contract in Allandale Road 
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and private streets adjacent were made. At the main 
Pumping Station at Cow Bay lot lines were re-established 
and estimate of the amount of gravel taken by the ad- 
jacent owner, and plans were made and photographs 
taken at the request of the Counsel for the Water Board. 


Assessors’ Department 


The new set of assessors’ plans, which this Department 
has been engaged upon for the last two years, were com- 
pleted in season for the 1926 assessment work. 

In connection with these new plans it was necessary to 
re-number the blocks and lots and this necessitated 
changing the records in the Assessors’ Department. AIl- 
though this work is not a matter for which this Depart- 
ment should be called upon, an assistant was loaned to 
the Assessors’ Department for this work for a consider- 
able period. 


Miscellaneous 


The boundary line between Brookline and Boston was 
perambulated by the officials of the two municipalities on 
October 21. Previous to the perambulation, this De- 
partment inspected all the monuments marking the line 
and replaced two which had been partially destroyed 
during the previous five years. | 

About the usual amount of work has been done on 
house numbering, although it has not been possible to 
make as complete a canvass as usual. During the year 
235 house numbers have been given out. The portion of 
Brookline Avenue in Brookline was renumbered to con- 
form with the numbering system in Boston, which will 
eliminate a great deal of confusion which has heretofore 
existed. The numbers on Longwood Avenue should be 
adjusted to conform with the numbering of Longwood 
Avenue in Boston. It was suggested by this Department 
that this change be made several years ago but owing to 
the objection of the abutters in Brookline the matter was 
dropped. It would seem advisable that this work be 
done before any further building is done in Brookline. 

The Town Engineer attended the Convention of the 
American Society for Municipal Improvements, which 
was held this year at Washington, D. C. At the same 
time the Asphalt Association were holding their con- 
vention, making the same hotel their headquarters, and 
it was possible to spend the three days to very good 
advantage, and a great deal of valuable information 
was obtained. 
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Seventy-three granite monuments were set to mark 
the street lines and the boundaries of town land. In 
addition to the above 54 were set by private parties on 
streets which have been, or are to be, presented to the 
town for acceptance. 

One hundred eighty-one photographs have been 
taken for accident cases and a record of construction 
on streets, Village Brook, etc. 

The usual amount of information has been furnished 
to architects, builders and others, relative to street lines 
and grades, sewers and drains, etc. 

About the usual number of blue prints have been 
furnished to the different departments of the town and 
to citizens. 

It is greatly regretted that the inspector who was 
detailed last year to follow up the location of under- 
ground structures during their construction, was not 
able to continue the work but the unusual amount of 
construction work and the unprecedented number of 
demands on this Department made it very difficult to 
attend to even routine matters. 

A considerable increase in the force must be made 
for the coming’ season’s work. 

The Town Engineer expresses his appreciation of 
the co-operation of all his assistants.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF STREETS AND SEWERS 


Brookline, Mass., January 15, 1927. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 


Gentlemen :—I respectfully submit the annual report 
of the work done and expense incurred in the Highway 
Department for the year ending December 31, 1926. 

It is my first desire to render tribute to the memory 
of my predecessor, the late Michael Driscoll, who 
passed away on June 11, 1926. Mr. Driscoll was born 
in Brookline and was a life-long resident of the town 
to which he gave unsparingly of his time in the interest 
of municipal and educational welfare. He was ap- 
pointed Superintendent of Streets on April 10, 1876 
and by his untiring and conscientious efforts of half 
a century, developed the Brookline Highway system 
to an extremely high standard. In his death, the High- 
way Department has lost a real friend and leader. His 
remarkable character was a constant source of inspira- 
tion to those who turned to him for the benefit of his 
long experience and expert judgment.

Although the purchase of a motor street sweeper 
was recommended at the first of the year, a rigid can- 
vass of the market failed to reveal any type of machine 
which would measure up to the desired standard. Each 
model demonstrated required supplementary work by 
labor forces to thoroughly clean the pavement. The 
department will therefore await the development of 
a more perfect unit. 

Considerable attention is being given to the problem 
of removing leaves in the fall season. It is hoped 
thereby to accomplish the work with greater facility 
-and economy by the use of more satisfactory equip- 
ment.

The official records of the weather bureau indicate 
a total snowfall in 1926 of 62 inches. The memorable 
storms of last February were the most severe in several 
years. Fortunately, the town had just enough equip- 
ment to keep ahead of the storm and with the untiring 
and willing co-operation of the street department em- 
ployees, the town was completely kept open to traffic. 

The serious character of this storm revealed the fal- 
lacy of depending solely upon the 10-ton tractor for 
keeping the hospital hills and steep grades open for 
fire emergencies. In the event of a breakdown, the 
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ordinary blade plows would find the work extremely 
difficult. The purchase of a Walter 714-ton four-wheel 
drive tractor truck has greatly increased the efficiency 
of the equipment. This truck has a patrol blade plow 
and a center hydraulic scraper which will insure closer 
plowing and the elimination of ruts. During the last 
storm in December, the department carried on experi- 
ments with a new sidewalk plow mounted on a 2-ton 
Holt tractor. So satisfactory were the accomplish- 
ments of this new machine that its purchase has been 
recommended. It was used on Beacon, Washington 
and Harvard Streets and accomplished the work with 
far better results than the horse plow. Its use will 
effect substantial labor savings.

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During the past season, approximately six miles of 
macadam roadway was resurfaced and approximately 
twelve miles of roadway was treated with a flush coat 
preservative. The resurfacing program was practi- 
cally double that of the previous season. 

A constant inspection was made of all trenches of 
private contractors and public service corporations to 
insure the prompt restoration of the pavement to the 
proper grade. 

Much attention has been given to the matter of street 
and traffic signs. A canvass of the town was made and 
all missing street signs were furnished or replaced. In 
line with the many traffic regulation amendments, sev- 
eral “‘no parking’’ and time limitation signs have been 
furnished and installed by the department. 

Serious consideration should be given to the advisa- 
bility of constructing a municipal garage. There are ap- 
proximately 35 units of equipment under the direction 
of the Highway, Forestry and Garbage Departments 
which are maintained by the present shop force. There 
is a decided lack of facilities for the proper housing and 
repair of this equipment. The ultimate investment of 
the town in such a building is apparently inevitable for 
the complete and economical maintenance of our equip- 
ment. | 

In accordance with the provisions of the appropria- 
tion a new 15-ton steam roller was purchased at a cost 
of $6,650, and a new 5-ton truck ata cost of $5,185.95. 


Bridges 


It was decided that the proposed work of resurfacing 
the St. Mary’s Street bridge would hold over for an- 
other season. It is therefore the intention of the de- 
partment to do this work during the coming season in 
connection with similar work on the Chestnut Hill Av- 
enue and Cypress Street bridges. 


Pensions 


Three men on the pension list died during the year 
and none have been added. There are now thirteen 
persons on the list.

The work of this department is so completely cov- 
ered by the foregoing summary as to warrant only 
such comment as will afford explanation and invite 
co-operation. The most important feature for con- 
sideration is the necessity for providing additional as- 
sistance. Up to the close of 1923 the work had more 
than doubled. During 1924 it increased 21 per cent, 
during 1925, 11 per cent, and during the past year, 13 
per cent. Since the year 1912, when the department 
was reorganized to comply with legislative enactments, 
the only additional assistance provided has been three 
weeks annually by the part-time deputy, who is not 
otherwise employed by the town. It has become in- 
creasingly necessary, in order to do the actual sealing, 
to curtail other activities, especially when they con- 
flicted with public health work. The requirements of 
the statutes can no longer be met under present con- 
ditions. Early in the year, the Director of Standards, 
who, under the law, has supervision over the work, 
called attention to the need for another deputy. After 
studying the problem, provision has been made in the 
1927 appropriation for only such temporary additional 
assistance as is necessary to meet the minimum re- 
quirements of the law until the services of a full-time 
deputy and an automobile become imperative. 


Sealing. The public demand for greater accuracy 
and quicker service in the sale of commodities has been 
responsible for many new types of weighing and meas- 
uring devices. Such types are more complicated and 
require more time in adjusting and sealing. This is 
especially applicable to computing scales and measur- 
ing pumps. In the case of taximeters it is necessary 
to retest them each time the rate of fare is changed. 
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Testings. Of the testings 1,617 were commodities 
reweighed or remeasured. Of these, 376 were over and 
295 were under legal requirement. With the excep- 
tion of those which involved prosecution the discrep- 
ancies were mostly in packaged foods. Various pro- 
cedures were followed to prevent repetitions. ~ Effort 
has been made to stop the weighing out for future sale 
those commodities notably susceptible to shrinkage, 
such as beans, sugar, dried fruits, etc. Special atten- 
tion has been given the more commonly used commod- 
ities, particularly those the weight of which is hard or 
impossible for householders to verify, the prosecutions 
being made on articles of this nature. There is a 
marked tendency for manufacturers of food products 
to decrease the size of packages; this naturally reduces 
the tolerances, thus making a closer supervision de- 
sirable. 


Inspections. Early in the year it became necessary 
to discontinue the Saturday night and rush hour store 
inspections because of the increase in other work. 
Many inspections were advantageously made, however, 
in connection with those of food and milk. The 
primary object of this work is the elimination of care- 
lessness in weighing and the illegal labelling of pack- 
aged foods. 


Coal. In the reweighings made there were but four 
loads found underweight, the greatest shortage being 
but thirty pounds on a six thousand pound invoice. 
There were six loads overweight and seven loads with- 
out a certificate from a sworn weigher, as required by 
law. 


Miscellaneous. This includes such services as are 
required from a Measurer of Wood and Bark and an 
Inspector of Petroleum. There has been more demand 
for the former service, the measurements including 
over 125 cords of wood, while for the latter, but one 
sample of oil was submitted for test which resulted in 
adjustment by the consignors. The complaints investi- 
gated involved larger amounts of money than usual. 
Ten were due to defective weighing and measuring 
devices while the remaining complaints related to in- 
terstate shipments of merchandise, corrections being 
made through the proper authorities. The adjustments 
effected were in cases of error where there was no 
intent to defraud and cases which were evidently in- 
tentional, but wherein the evidence was not sufficient 
to warrant prosecution. Miscellaneous work also in- 
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cludes various activities suggested by the State Division 
of Standards or made necessary by arising contin- 
gencies. 


Coal Furnished the Town 


The following table shows the quality of coal fur- 
nished the town by the several contractors. The speci- 
fied standard for ash for furnace and egg is 10.5 per 
cent, stove and nut 12.5 per cent, yard screenings 16 
per cent, bituminous 8 per cent and 14,300 B. T. U’s.

The detailed analysis of samples of anthracite de- 
livered under the present contract has not been com- 
pleted, but the mechanical analysis indicates that un- 
der both slow and rapid combustion the disintegration 
of fixed carbon was consistently even and the coal fused 
only under extremely high temperature; the carbon 
was somewhat hard, tending to economy in burning. 
The bituminous coal now being delivered has a much 
lower volatile content than the high B. T. U.’s imply, 
the fixed carbon and sulphur were well within the 
specifications of the contract. However, two samples, 
representing four hundred tons, contained excessive 
moisture and consequently the premiums were dis- 
allowed. Under mechanical analysis the coal devel- 
oped a high ratio of heat under varying temperatures 
and burned evenly without fusing. Such coal can be 
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used with a liberal proportion of screenings with econ- 
omy. The yard screenings continue to be of a satis- 
factory quality. Various other matters in connection 
with the coal supply have been given attention.

REPORT OF GYMNASIUM AND 
BATH COMMITTEE 


December 31, 1926. 


The Gymnasium and Bath Committee herewith pre- 
sent their annual report for the year ending December 
ols 1926. 


With the constantly increasing population of Brook- 
line, the attendance at the bath-house and gymnasium 
has increased accordingly, and the usual enthusiasm 
and good fellowship has prevailed throughout the past 
year among the many patrons of both buildings who 
avail themselves of the excellent opportunities for the 
promotion of health and recreation which are offered. 
Unsurpassed by any city or town in its equipment, it 
is the aim of the Gymnasium and Bath Committee that 
all shall avail themselves of these privileges. 

Instruction is by trained instructors who know how 
to adapt the different exercises to the needs of the 
body. Class work is reeommended wherever it is pos- 
sible, as‘the work becomes more pleasing when the 
social side is made a part of it. 

In addition to the regular class work at the gym- 
nasium leagues have been formed in basket-ball and 
volley ball, and tentative plans are now being made 
for an ice hockey league and a Hand-ball Tournament. 
A visitor to the gymnasium any evening would find 
every available spot filled with enthusiastic workers— 
some doing apparatus work, some playing volley ball, 
others engaged in a heated game of basket-ball, others 
using the rowing machines, still others engaged in box- 
ing or wrestling, while the running track is well patron- 
ized by fellows who take this means of keeping fit for 
future competition. 

A Civil Service Class has been organized this year. 
This class meets on Monday and Thursday evenings at 
7.00 P. M., and in the class the men are given such 
work as will prepare them for the physical tests re- 
quired of all applicants for positions in both the Police 
and Fire Departments. 

Classes in swimming are in progress for beginners, 
inter-mediates and those who are advanced. There are 
also classes in diving and life-saving, so that a beginner 
may perfect himself to the highest degree in the art of 
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swimming by regular attendance and conscientious en- 
deavor. 

Recently a Wallace & Tiernan Chlorinating System 
has been installed at the swimming pool, and the 
bathers are assured of pure water at all times. This 
installation is consistent with the aim of the Gymna- 
sium and Bath Committee to constantly improve con- 
ditions so that the patrons may be given the utmost in 
protection, service and courtesy.

The Board of Playground Commissioners herewith 
present their fifteenth annual report. 


The past season has been a very successful one, and 
while the program was much the same as in previous 
years, the Board is confident that much good was ac- 
complished in providing wholesome recreation for the 
children, both on the summer playgrounds and in the 
Recreation Center. 

Seven playgrounds were placed under supervision 
from June 14th to September 2nd, and in addition to 
the regular daily schedules leagues were conducted in 
baseball for the midget, junior and senior boys, and 
in Newcomb and Fist Ball for the older and younger 
girls.

ANNUAL REPORT of the PLANNING 
BOARD of BROOKLINE, MASS 


For the Year Ending December 31, 1926 


January 13, 1927. 


The Planning Board respectfully submits to the 
Town its thirteenth annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1926. 


There have been six meetings held, one hearing on 
proposed change in zone, and one joint conference 
with the Board of Selectmen and the Metropolitan 
Planning Board. 


Petitions for change in boundaries of the 2-D dis- 
trict at the junction of South Street and Grove Street, 
and the 2-D district at the junction of Grove Street and. 
Newton Street were received. As both these business 
districts had been materially reduced by the widening 
and relocation of Grove Street, and in the case of the 
district abutting on South Street by the change in this 
latter street and by the construction of the West Rox- 
bury Parkway, the Board considered the request of 
the petitioners as reasonable and after holding the 
hearings required by the Zoning By-Laws, presented 
to the Town plans amending these districts and they 
were accepted at the Special Town Meeting held De- 
cember 16, 1926. Several other requests for changes 
in zone boundaries have been received but are not 
yet in shape to be acted upon. 


The recommendation of this Board, made to the Se- 
lectmen last year, relative to the establishing of a 
boulevard from Cleveland Circle to Jamaica Pond, has 
been carried out in part by the Town; the right of way 
from the Town Line near Cleveland Circle to Dean 
Road was laid out at the Annual Town Meeting and 
the corner of Dudley Street and Warren Street was 
widened to conform with the proposed boulevard lines. 

The widening at the corner of Lee Street and Boyl- 
ston Street was considered by the Selectmen, but was 
not presented by them to the Town for action. 
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The widening at this point and at the junction of 
Heath Street and Boylston Street should be accom- 
plished at the earliest possible date as at the former 
location the present amount of traffic makes a very 
dangerous situation and at the latter point there is 
possibility of its immediate development in such a way 
as to make it very expensive to obtain the necessary 
land later. 


The portion from Dudley Street and Warren Street, 
through the valley to the south of Warren Street, cross- 
ing Cottage Street to the Boston-Brookline Line, near 
Jamaica Pond, should be settled upon and the right of 
way obtained at once. As this is the natural drainage 
line for a great part of its distance it will probably be 
necessary to construct a sanitary sewer to drain this 
region and it is most desirable that this sewer be lo- 
cated in the proper relation to this proposed street. 


The Town Engineer was requested to prepare a plan 
showing the entire location of this boulevard so far 
as it could be done without actual survey, and this plan 
is on file in the office of the Town Engineer. 


The Town Engineer was requested to make surveys 
for a street to serve as an outlet from the land in the 
southerly part of the town which is now being devel- 
oped. The Board feel that a route should be consid- 
ered at an early date, making a more direct connection 
than can be obtained by any present street from this 
portion of the town towards the centre of Brookline 
and Boston. As the land in the “Walnut Hills Section,” 
so-called, is rapidly being bought up, as well as the 
Bonelli-Adams and other developments, they feel that 
this route will very shortly become a most important 
one. 


The Board gave considerable time to the question 
of the proper location for the Extension of the West 
Roxbury Parkway from its present terminus at New- 
ton Street, near South Street, across Brookline to the 
‘Newton Line, and a joint conference was attended at 
which were present the members of the Board of Se- 
lectmen and the Metropolitan Planning Board. 


After this conference the Planning Board made a 
recommendation to the Board of Selectmen, submitting 
a plan showing the route which they considered wisest 
to follow. It was strongly recommended that the pro- 
posed extension of this parkway be located in land al- 
ready owned by the Metropolitan Park Department, 
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rather than through private land adjacent to Wood- 
land Road. The reasons for recommending this loca- 
tion were set forth in detail in a letter to the Selectmen, 
dated December 9, 1926, and are as follows: 


First: As Newton Street is the only cross-town street 
in this section of Brookline that pleasure travel should 
be separated from commercial travel by making an 
entirely separate roadway. 


Second: It is very important that this pleasure travel 
should not be turned into the square at the junction 
of Hammond, Lagrange and Newton Streets as this 
point, even with the present amount of traffic, is very 
dangerous. 


Third: The plan suggested prevents all parkway 
traffic from entering this square and brings it to a good 
crossing on Hammond Street, directly opposite land 
now owned by the Metropolitan Park. 


Fourth: That the land owned by the Metropolitan 
Park for many years should be used as a location for 
the proposed parkway rather than the upland further 
to the north and a portion of Woodland Road, as the 
use of any portion of Hammond Street and Woodland 
Road and the upland owned by private parties would 
injure it for residential purposes. 


The Planning Board urge that proper action be 
taken by the town so that this project may be carried 
out during the coming season as they feel that the 
amount of travel which will necessarily be forced to 
use Newton Street, between the end of the present 
Parkway and Hammond Street, will cause a most dan- 
gerous situation. As this is a matter which must be 
acted upon by the town in Town Meeting, we hope that 
the necessary steps will be taken to include an article 
in the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting. 


Work on the new Cottage Farm Bridge has actually 
been begun and the Board again strongly urges that 
action be taken to provide for an outlet from this bridge 
across Brookline. 


Plans for the development of “‘Hillfields,”’ so-called, 
in the Coolidge property lying between Boylston Street 
and Heath Street, were submitted to this Board and 
after several modifications, were approved. 


Various other development projects were considered. 
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The budget recommended for the year 1927 is as 
follows:

As usual the report of the Board of Health consists 


chiefly in presenting the reports of various sub-divisions 
of the Department, and in order to obtain a clear picture 
of public health work we request all citizens to read these 
reports, particularly the report of Dr. Denny, the Health 
Officer. 

The mortality rate of the town is low. There were 486 
deaths in Brookline, including 141 persons temporarily 
sojourning here. There were 501 deaths of Brookline resi- 
dents, including 156 residents dying in other places. This 
latter figure was 492 in 1925. On this basis the mortality 
rate per 1,000 inhabitants was 11.39 in 1926 as against 
11.46 in 1925. Wecall attention to the following striking 
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statements in Dr. Denny’s report—52% of the deaths in 
the town were from diseases of the heart, kidneys, arter- 
ies and cerebral hemorrhage—ten years ago it was 38 % 
and five years ago 43%. The conclusion is that people 
are living longer. There were fewer deaths from infec- 
tious and other preventable diseases in early years and 
more people live until their bodies wear out. Even in 
diseases above enumerated deaths which occur before old 
age are preventable, and the prevention of such diseases 
is an urgent health problem. The prevention means are 
hygienic living and yearly medical examinations. Deaths 
from cancer dropped from 72 in 1925 to 56 in 1926; from 
tuberculosis 21 to 14 in the same year. There were no 
deaths from diphtheria, and only 8 cases. In 1922 before 
the intensive preventative work was started, there were 
83 cases and 5 deaths. This immunizing work is a par- 
tial cause of the drop in the numbers of this disease. 
There is great variation in incidents of contagious disease. 
Only one of the 8 cases in 1926 was a child, a boy, 14 
years old. With the exception of one case of Smallpox 
in 1917 there have been none since 1903. This scarcity 
of cases causes some danger as an occasional scare may 
avert disaster. There were only two cases of typhoid 
fever, which is the smallest number since the disease was 
reportable. 

The Infant Welfare work done at the Health Centre by 
the Brookline Friendly Society is important work. Such 
work is generally carried on in other communities at the 
expense of the tax payers, and we are fortunate in having 
it done here by voluntary contributions from those of 
cur citizens who are interested. 

The Dental Clinic has completed eleven years of work 
and has clearly demonstrated its importance. The report 
on Tuberculosis should also be carefully studied. We 
urge all citizens to read the quarterly Bulletin edited by 
the Health Officer and published under the auspices of the 
Board of Health. 

In all health measures undertaken by the Department 
we request the co-operation of our people so that the ex- 
cellent health record of our community may be main- 
tained, for it is one that we should be proud of.

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REPORT of the HEALTH OFFICER 


Office of the Board of Health, 
Brookline, Mass., January 15, 1927. 
To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen :—lI have the honor to submit the follow- 
ing report for the year ending December 31, 1926: 


Mortality 


The number of deaths in Brookline from all causes 
was 486, which includes 141 deaths of persons tempo- 
rarily sojourning here, most of whom were patients in 
various Brookline hospitals. There were, therefore, 
345 deaths of residents within the town. In addition 
there were 156 persons described in the death certifi- 
cates as being residents of Brookline, who died in other 
places. Adding the latter number, 156, to the number 
of resident deaths (345), we have a total of 501 deaths, 
as compared with 492 during 1925. Estimating the 
population on July 1, 1926, to have been 43,981, the 
501 deaths give a mortality rate of 11.39 per 1,000 in- 
habitants, as compared with 11.46 for 1925. 


The death rate for the total deaths within the town 
(486), if not corrected as above, is 11.05 as compared 
with 11.29 in 1925. 


We give both the corrected and uncorrected death 
rates because of the difficulty of determining our death 
rate accurately owing to the fact that there are several 
hospitals within the town to which many non-residents 
come for major surgical operations or for serious ill- 
ness, where there are necessarily many deaths. On 
the other hand, many residents die in hospitals else- 
where whose deaths should be included. In doing so, 
however, we undoubtedly include the deaths of some 
individuals who had not lived in the town for many 
years and also of some persons without permanent — 
homes who had given to the hospitals at which they 
died, the address of some Brookline relative or friend. 
This we find quite frequently to be the case in tubercu- 
losis, where every case is investigated as soon as the 
report of the death is received. 
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In Table I, which gives the principal causes of death, 
and under “Communicable Diseases” where the num- 
ber of deaths is stated, we have excluded deaths of 
non-residents in the town and included deaths of resi- 


dents outside the town.

A complete record of the causes of all deaths will be found in the Town 
Clerk’s report on the Vital Statistics. 


A study of Table I shows that disease of the heart 
has markedly increased its lead over the other causes 
of death, being more than twice as many as any other 
single cause, and representing nearly 30% of all the 
deaths. 

Some of these deaths from heart disease, especially 
of young persons, are the results of rheumatic endocar- 
ditis, syphilis and other infectious diseases and should 
be considered as preventable. Most of the rest of them, 
especially of older persons, are due to the degenerative 
changes which accompany arteriosclerosis and are usu- 
ally combined with diseases of the kidneys and high 
blood pressure. In many instances it is difficult for a 
physician to decide what to write on the death certifi- 
cate—disease of heart, kidney, or arteries. Formerly, 
the cause of death of many of these cases would have 
been put down as “old age”’ or “‘senility.”’ 

Cerebral hemorrhage and thrombosis, second on the 
list this year, is a part of the same group of diseases, 
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the break coming in the arteries of the brain before the 
other organs give out. 

These four groups of diseases—of heart, kidneys, 
arteries and cerebral hemorrhage—caused 259 deaths 
or 52% of all causes in 1926. Ten years ago they 
caused 38% of all deaths; five years ago, 43%. It is, 
therefore, obvious that relatively the number of deaths 
from these causes is increasing. 

It is not possible to discuss here the various reasons 
for this increase as the question is a very complex one. 
However, there is one consideration which should be 
mentioned. These diseases represent the common 
ways in which the human machine wears out. The 
fewer deaths there are from the infectious and other 
preventable diseases the more individuals will live on 
until their bodies wear out, and they die from one of 
these diseases. Theoretically, therefore, as progress 
is made in the prevention of other diseases, we should 
expect to find just such an increase in the deaths from 
these degenerative diseases as is now taking place. 

It is obvious that deaths from these diseases in old age 
cannot be prevented. But the deaths from these 
diseases which occur before old age is reached should 
be considered preventable and their prevention is one 
of the most urgent health problems today. 

The age distribution of 303 deaths from diseases of 
the heart, arteries, and kidneys and from cerebral hem- 
orrhage in 1926 (which includes all deaths within the 
town and deaths of residents outside) was as follows: 
under 50 years, 28 deaths; 50 to 60, 43 deaths; 60 to 
70, 88 deaths; 70 to 80, 90 deaths; over 80, 54 deaths. 
There were then 159 deaths, or 52% under 70 years. 

The prevention of these diseases in early life has 
been repeatedly discussed in the Health Bulletin. Hy- 
gienic living is the most important factor. Yearly med- 
ical examinations for the early detection of signs of 
disease are very important. 

The deaths from cancer dropped from 72 in 1925 to 
56 in 1926; tuberculosis decreased from 21 to 14; 
diabetes increased from 4 to 9. Among the external 
causes were 9 deaths from automobile accidents, as 
compared with 6 in 1925. 


Communicable Diseases 


In Tables II, III and IV will be found the cases of 
communicable diseases by months, by ages and sex, 
and also for the past ten years. The deaths do not in- 
clude those of non-residents in the town but does in- 
clude deaths of residents outside of the town if they 
had the disease while living in the town.

Diphtheria. There were only eight cases of diph- 
theria reported during the year with no deaths. In 
1922, the year before the diphtheria prevention work 
was started, there were 83 cases and 5 deaths. Fol- 
lowing the intensive immunizing work in 1923 the cases 
dropped to 16 in 1924, 10 in 1925, and 8 in 1926. In 
proportion to the population the number of cases in 
1926 was less than one quarter of the number in any 
one year for 30 years previous to 1924. 

An extraordinary feature of the 8 cases that did 
occur in 1926 is the fact that only one of them was a 
child, and that one a fourteen year old boy. Diphtheria 
is considered a disease of children, and in the past ap- 
proximately two-thirds of the cases have been children 
under 15 years. Four of the seven adult cases devel- 
oped diphtheria while patients in three Brookline hos- 
pitals. 

It does not seem possible that enough of the children 
of the town have been protected—probably between 
five and six thousand—to be the sole cause of the al- 
most complete freedom of our child population from 
diphtheria. Great variations occur in the incidence of 
the contagious diseases even when no new measures of 
control are undertaken, and time alone must determine 
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how much the recent decline in the cases of diphtheria 
has been due to this preventive work. 

In the three previous years the preventive work in 
the schools was done during the months of November 
and December. During these months of 1926 it was 
found impossible to do this because all the time of the 
nurses was taken up in preparation for the State Tu- 
berculosis Clinic. Consequently, none of this work was 
done in the schools during 1926. The work usually 
done in November will probably be carried out early 
in 1927 and again in November of the same year. 


Scarlet Fever. There were 99 cases reported with 
no deaths as compared with 54 cases and no deaths in 
1925. The antitoxin which is now available for the 
treatment of this disease is very effective in checking 
the acute symptoms and it also lessens the danger of 
serious complications developing. 


Measles. There were 321 cases reported with no 
fatalities, as compared with 541 in 1925. 


Whooping Cough. There were 263 cases with 2 fa- 
talities. Of the fatal cases one was a seven months’ 
old baby and the other a child in his second year. The 
disease is especially serious with these very young chil- 
dren and, therefore, every possible precaution should 
be taken to protect them from it. 


Smallpox. No cases occurred during 1926, and with 
the exception of one case in 1917 there have been none 
since 1908. This complete freedom from the disease 
is really a source of danger for the future, because it 
leads people to neglect vaccination. An occasional 
“scare” may avert a disaster. 


Typhoid Fever. There were only two cases reported 
with no fatalities. This is the smallest number of cases 
since the disease was made reportable. 


Infantile Paralysis. There were only two cases of 
this disease and no fatalities. Eight children suffering 
from the effects of the disease in previous years were 
given massage and muscle training by Miss Thomas, 
one of our health nurses. She gave 147 treatments to 
these children under the direction of the Harvard In- 
fantile Paralysis Commission. 


Tuberculosis. There were 41 cases of pulmonary 
tuberculosis reported and 5 cases of other forms of the 
disease. From pulmonary tuberculosis there were 13 
deaths of residents, which gives us a death rate of 29.6 
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per 100,000 inhabitants, as compared with 48.9 in 1925. 
This is the rate corrected by excluding deaths of non- 
residents in the town. Including these there was a 
total of 20 deaths from all forms within the town giving 
arate of 45.5.

At the Tuberculosis Dispensary Dr. Horace K. Bout- 
well has been the visiting physician and Mrs. E. R. Jar- 
vis, the “tuberculosis nurse.’’ There were 82 clinics - 
held at which 460 examinations of 230 individuals were 
made, 90 being new patients. Of 27 patients sent to 
hospitals and sanatoria 17 were sent through the Dis- 
pensary. On December 31, the Dispensary records 
showed the location of 196 tuberculosis cases as fol- 
lows:

Mrs. Jarvis made 2,619 visits during the year to 
homes in connection with her tuberculosis work; she 
assisted at 80 tuberculosis clinics; and in addition made 
224 visits on other business of the health depart- 
ment. She is also supervisor of nurses. 


The department has offered free consultation service 
with specialists in diseases of the lung and X-Ray ex- 
aminations, but very little use has been made of this 
service by physicians. 


This Department has had much help from other agen- 
cies in its work. The Brookline Anti-Tuberculosis So- 
ciety, whose funds come largely from the sale of Christ- 
mas Seals, sent children who had been exposed to 
tuberculosis to summer camps. They gave warm cloth- 
ing for sanatoria patients and provided milk for under- 
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nourished children. The work of the Brookline 
Friendly Society at the Community Health Centre is an 
important factor in the campaign. The Elks have been 
most generous in gifts to needy cases. 


An outstanding event of the year was the State Clinic 
held on seven days in December at the Pierce Primary 
School. This clinic, which is part of the so-called ‘‘Ten 
Year Program’ of the State Department of Public 
Health and is being held in various cities and towns of 
the State, has as its object the detection of tuberculosis 
in childhood when the disease is usually limited to the 
bronchial glands—hilum tuberculosis—and when it is 
easily arrested. The children selected for examination 
were those of the public and parochial schools who 
were 10% or more underweight, or who were known 
to have been exposed to tuberculosis. 


The results of the examinations which are summar- 
ized in Table VI were very satisfactory in that it 
showed there were very few cases of active tuberculosis 
among our school children. Of the 433 children exam- 
ined none showed tuberculosis of the lungs; 8 showed 
hilum tuberculosis; 2 latent hilum tuberculosis; and 20 
were classified as suspicious. The health and nutrition 
of these 30 children will be carefully supervised; they 
will be re-examined next year by the State Clinic, and 
it is hoped that none of them will ever develop the 
disease in a serious form.

Pneumonia and Influenza. There were 37 cases of 
lobar pneumonia reported with 20 deaths. There were 
18 cases of influenza with 8 deaths. In addition there 
were 22 deaths from broncho-pneumonia and 1 from 
acute bronchitis making a total of 51 deaths from acute 
respiratory infection as compared with 47 in 1925. The 
reporting of influenza is unsatisfactory. Except at the 
time of a serious epidemic it is difficult for physicians 
to distinguish between this disease and an ordinary 
cold with constitutional symptoms. 


Venereal Diseases. There were 18 cases of gon- 
orrhoea and 4 cases of syphilis reported by number to 
this office. There were 7 cases of the former who 
failed to continue treatment until cured and who were 
on that account reported by name.

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Public Health Nurses 


Miss Mary A. Macdonald and Miss Regina A. 
Thomas have served throughout the year. 

The nurses visit the homes in which cases of con- 
tagious disease have been reported. They placard the 
house if that is required; they obtain information in 
regard to the source of infection; they give advice in 
regard to precautions; they investigate the health of 
the other members of the household and see that the 
children are excluded from school. 

As far as time permits they investigate the cause of 
absence of pupils from some of the public and the pa- 
rochial schools. The causes of these absences are 
shown in Table VII which includes 94 cases of con- 
tagious diseases. 

While the primary object of the nurses’ work is the 
control of the contagious diseases, probably even 
greater benefits come from the opportunities which sev- 
eral thousand visits in the homes afford for teaching 
healthy living.

Infant Mortality and Birth Rate 


There were 11 deaths in the town, of infants under 
one year, 3 of whom were non-residents. In addition 
there were 15 infants of Brookline parents who died 
outside the town. 

It is very difficult to compute our infant mortality 
rate so as to make it comparable with that of other 
places. It is customary to compute the rate per 1,000 
births by comparing the number of deaths within the 
town with the number of live births in the town. If we 
do this the 11 deaths and the 2138 live births give a rate 
of 51.6. This method is obviously inadequate for 
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Brookline because of the fact that more than two-thirds 
of Brookline mothers go to hospitals outside of Brook- 
line for care during childbirth, there having been 319 
births outside of the town. As 71 of the 213 live births 
which occurred within the town were infants born of 
non-resident mothers, there were actually only 142 
births of Brookline mothers in the town—less than one- 
half of the 319 which occurred outside of the town. 
Comparing all deaths of Brookline infants (23) with 
all births (461) we have a mortality rate of 49.9. It 
happens this year that both methods of computing the 
rate give very similar results, but in some years the 
result is very different. 

The birth rate per 1,000 of population based on all 
births of Brookline mothers (461) is 10.48—an extra- 
ordinary low rate. 

All the infant welfare work of the town is being done 
by the Brookline Friendly Society at the Community 
Health Centre. With its well conducted pre-natal and 
baby clinics and its nursing service this society is now 
very completely and efficiently covering a field of pub- 
lic health work which in most progressive cities and 
towns is carried on by the Board of Health at the ex- 
pense of the taxpayers.

The Dental Clinic has completed eleven years of 
work, and during its existence has passed through sev- 
eral stages of development such as are common to new 
and growing Public Health activities. 

One of the most radical changes that has taken place 
since the work was organized concerns the age limit 
of the children whom the Clinic serves. The Commit- 
tee originally planned to carry pupils from the third 
grade to graduation from the Grammar School, but ex- 
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perience soon proved this to be an impossible proceed- 
ure, so following the lead of the Forsyth Dental Infirm- 
ary the policy was changed, and, with the exception of 
emergencies, work has since been confined to children 
of pre-school age and to those in the Primary grades. 
Also, in connection with the reparative work in the 
Clinic, health education in the class-rooms includes in- 
struction concerning foods that build strong teeth. 

The steadily decreasing occurrence of dental caries 
as shown by the yearly physical examinations in the 
schools has proved the wisdom of this policy. The im- 
provement during the last five years in the Public 
Schools being 56.8 per cent. 

The Committee mentions with regret the resigna- 
tions of the two clinicians of the Clinic, that of Dr. Ced- 
ric F. Harring taking effect on September 1, 1926 and 
that of Dr. Frederick C. Allen on January 1, 1927. 
Both of these dentists during their long terms of service 
have placed the operations of the Clinic on a high pro- 
fessional plane. The Committee, however, confidently 
expects that the new appointees, Dr. F. M. Erlenbach, 
Jr., and Dr. A. P. Connelly, will continue the same type 
of high grade procedure, and that enforced changes 
in the personnel of the staff will in no way interfere 
with the quality of the service which the Clinic renders.

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THE SCHOOL IN BODILY MECHANICS

During this last season, beginning October, 1926, 
there have been no children referred to the School of 
Bodily Mechanics from the public schools. In years past 
a large percentage of our pupils consisted of children 
who received cards from the school physician notifying 
them that their posture was bad and advising them to 
go to the School of Bodily Mechanics for instruction 
and training in good body mechanics. All of our pupils 
this last semester, however, have been recommended 
for admission by physicians from Brookline and Boston, 
or by the parents of the children directly on their own 
initiative. 

It is also of interest to note that the children who 
are most regular in attendance are those that have been 
enrolled for more than one season. 

The examinations of the pupils show conclusively 
that those who use their bodies correctly are almost in- 
variably well nutritioned. To be sure, some children, 
about one quarter of those with good posture, did have 
only fair nutrition i.e. ranked “‘C’’ in a scale of “A,”’ 
“B,” “C,” and “D.’’ There were practically none, how- 
ever, with good posture who had poor nutrition. This, 
I believe, would seem to indicate that good body me- 
chanics are somehow associated with good nutrition. 
This is in agreement, therefore, with the contentions 
of men interested in public health who have in the past 
claimed that poor posture and malnutrition were in- 
timately connected, and formed a vicious circle. This 
circle, if broken into at some point, as, for instance, the 
correction of the faulty body mechanics, should im- 
prove the nutrition and so be helpful to the child.

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During the last three years there has been very little 
diphtheria and the so-called diphtheria wing of the 
hospital has been used mostly for the care of patients 
with measles and various other diseases who cannot be 
cared for at home. 

Except in the tuberculosis hospital there was only 
one fatality, a man with erysipelas, who was brought 
into the hospital late in the disease when his condition 
was hopeless. 

On the scarlet fever side there were 60 patients 
treated. All of the severe cases and some of the mild 
ones were given the scarlet fever antitoxin shortly after 
entrance. In practically every case there was a marked 
subsidence of all acute symptoms, including the rash, 
within twenty-four hours. In some instances the serum 
reactions were very marked, but they were less fre- 
quent than in the previous year. 

There was one case of “‘crossed infection,” that of a 
measles patient who developed diphtheria. There were 
no “‘return cases.”’ 

At the last Annual Town Meeting an appropriation 
was made for dividing up into smaller rooms the one 
large ward in the rear wing of the scarlet fever build- 
ing. This ward had been used only twice for brief 
periods in twenty-five years and as there was need of 
more private rooms and an operating room, it was felt 
that better use could be made of the space if it was 
divided. This work has just been completed. The 
change gives us three new private rooms, a much 
needed operating room, a small diet kitchen and bath 
and toilet room. This ward may now be used 4as a sep- 
arate unit for the care of a small number of patients 
with some one disease, or for private rooms for scarlet 
fever patients if used in connection with the rest of the 
building. 

There is an increasing demand for private rooms for 
out of town patients. Several boarding schools make 
a practice of sending their pupils to us when they de- 
velop some contagious disease. These private patients 
help to reduce the cost to the town of maintaining the 
hospital because the large overhead expenses are not 
increased and the charges paid are considerably more 
than enough to cover the cost of food and nursing 
which are almost the only extra items of expense for 
caring for these patients. The receipts of the hospital, 
including the State Subsidy for the care of tubercular 
patients was $9,129.07 as compared with $8,016.18 in 
1925. 

In: the Tuberculosis Ward 33 patients were treated. 
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Of that number, 6 died, 6 were discharged improved, 
6 not improved, and 15 remain in the hospital. All 
the beds have been filled most of the year and it is a 
serious problem how to provide hospital accommoda- 
tions for all the tuberculosis patients. Unless the situ- 
ation improves in the near future, additional facilities 
will have to be provided. 

A teacher in occupational therapy has been supplied 
in recent years by the Brookline Anti-Tuberculosis So- 
ciety. This work having now become a well recognized 
method of treatment, it is now carried on at the ex- 
pense of the town. 

Mr. A. J. Caulfield, who has for many years taken 
a keen personal interest in the welfare of the tubercu- 
losis patients, provided two excellent entertainments, 
a concert and a movie show. He has set an example 
which it is hoped others will follow. 

The new bus line from Grove Street through Newton 
and Hammond Streets to the Chestnut Hill cars is a 
great boon to the hospital, enabling the families and 
friends of patients to reach the hospital without an 
automobile or a long walk.

THE BACTERIOLOGICAL LABORATORY 


A total of 3,115 examinations was made during 1926 
as folows: 


Diphtheria. There were 223 cultures and 4 swabs 
examined from persons suspected of having diphtheria 
and 9 were found to be positive. There were 116 cul- 
tures for release, and 408 for the detection of carriers. 
The total number of culture examinations was 751, of 
which number 81 were reincubated and examined a 
second time. There were 3 virulence tests. 


Tuberculosis. There were 153 sputum examinations, 
of which 40 were positive. 

Typhoid and Paratyphoid. The were 63 specimens 
of blood examined of which 6 were positive. 


Malaria. Of 6 specimens of blood none showed the 
Plasmodium Malariae. 


Milk Examinations. There were 705 samples of milk 
and cream submitted by the Agent for the Inspection 
of Milk and Provisions which were plated and the num- 
ber of bacteria per cubic centimeter counted. The re- 
sults of the milk counts have been published in the 
Health Bulletin. There were 717 samples examined 
microscopically for the presence of pus and strepto- 
coccl. Counts were made of 20 samples of ice cream 
and there were 23 special milk examinations. 


Water Examinations. Bacteriological Examinations 
of the Municipal Water Supply and of the water from 
the swimming poo! of the Bathhouse have been made 
at frequent intervals. The total number of samples 
examined was 257. Chemical tests have been made 
of 133 samples of water to determine the percentage 
of chlorine in the water of the swimming pool after the 
disinfectant had been added. 


Miscellaneous Examinations. In addition to the 
above there were 203 special bacteriological or chemi- 
cal examinations for physicians. 


Outfits. There were 972 outfits for cultures and for 
the collection of specimens made up and distributed. 
These outfits are kept at the Laboratory and at the fol- 
lowing drug stores: Young & Brown’s,* Harvard 
Square; Wheeler Drug Co.,* corner of Harvard and 
Webster Streets; Chestnut Hill Pharmacy, 1186 Boyl- 


* Antitoxin Stations. 
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ston Street; Gammon Drug Co., corner of Beacon and 
Tappan Streets. 


Antitoxin, Vaccine, etc., furnished free by the State 
Department of Health, are distributed from the Lab- 
oratory to physicians or through the drug stores above 
designated with a (*). 

The work of exterminating flies and mosquitoes is 
directed by Mr. Nyhen from the Laboratory. Attention 
is called to his report of this work. 


The Health Bulletin has been published quarterly 
and distributed by the Police Department to every 
house inthe town. We believe it is serving its function 
of promoting education in health matters. 


Medical Inspection of St. Mary’s Parochial School is 
provided by the Health Department. This work has 
been in charge of Dr. David M. Hassman who is also 
Medical Director for the public schools. One of our 
nurses visits the school daily and devotes the greater 
part of her time to the care of the pupils of the school. 


The Hospital Relief Fund is serving the purpose of 
providing immediate hospital care to those of our resi- 
dents who need such care and are unable to pay the 
hospital charges. There were 56 persons thus helped, 
with a total expenditure of $3,437.41.

In view of recent epidemics, some of them severe, 
occurring in nearby municipalities, it has been neces- 
sary to adopt unusually stringent measures. The houses 
quarantined are additional to those taken care of en- 
tirely by the town nurses, and which were, for various 
reasons, impractical for them to handle. Because of 
the frequent inspections of the deliveries of milk at 
houses under quarantine, there was but one flagrant 
violation. The driver was not prosecuted because of 
conditions due to a strike. Section II, Article IV, of 
the health regulations, which specifies that milk de- 
livered at houses under quarantine shall be poured 
into a receptacle provided by the customers, should be 
changed to provide for a more sanitary method. Not 
only is there danger of contamination from the hands 
of drivers in removing the caps, but also from dust, 
flies and other contaminating agencies, as the house- 
holders do not always provide covered receptacles. 
These conditions have resulted in well-founded criti- 
cism from physicians and others. Therefore, the addi- 
tional service required to collect jars after release and 
sterilize them at our laboratory, as is the custom in 
other municipalities, would be justified. The tabula- 
tion applies only to work done in connection with local 
cases quarantined. Miscellaneous work includes trans- 
portation of patients to and from hospitals and camps, 
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investigating conditions that might cause the spread 
of infection, obtaining medical examination of milk and 
food handlers and such other work as occurring cir- 
cumstances made necessary. Much additional work 
has been done in preventing the spread of infectious 
diseases through the milk and food supply and, con- 
sequently, is reported elsewhere.

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REPORT OF TENEMENT HOUSE 
INSPECTOR 


December 31, 1926. 
To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen:—I have the honor to submit the four- 
teenth annual report of the Tenement House Inspector 
for the year ending December 31, 1926. 

During the year the toilets were taken out of the 
cellars of two three-apartment houses and one seven- 
apartment block and in this block a whole new drain- 
age system was installed, also seven new kitchen sinks. 
In this block seven families were using three toilets 
which were in a very unsanitary condition; notified the 
owner a number of times to abate the nuisance but it 
was necessary for your Board to serve a formal notice 
on the owner before this work was done. 

There were seventy-one unsightly ceilings whitened 
and the walls of fifty-one rooms that were dirty were 
either painted or papered during the year. One tene- 
ment was found in such an unsanitary condition that 
owner and tenant were notified that if same was not 
cleaned, tenement would have to be vacated as unfit 
for human habitation and on reinspection found same 
had been cleaned. 

Four complaints were received during the year for 
overcrowding and on inspection found only one of these 
complaints justifiable and this was in a basement suite 
occupied by a janitor. After notifying the tenant, on 
reinspection I found the Board of Health regulations 
governing overcrowding were being complied with. 

Three hundred and thirty-two fire hazards were 
abated, the cause of same being defective smoke pipe, 
plastering off ceiling in basement and wood laths ex- 
posed, papers and combustible rubbish scattered 
around premises and proper receptacles not provided 
for ashes and rubbish. 

On complaints received for fire hazards in apart- 
ment houses, many were received from the Chief of the 
Fire Department and I had his co-operation in abating 
same. 

Had the owner of one apartment house before the 
Court on a Preliminary Hearing for maintaining a fire 
hazard on his premises in failing to provide proper re-

ceptacles for ashes, papers and combustible rubbish. 
The case was disposed of by the owner agreeing to fur- 
nish proper receptacles and on reinspection found he 
had complied with the law. 2383 metal receptacles 
were provided during the year where fire hazards were 
found to exist. 

On inspection of one apartment block containing 
twenty-four suites, after testing the fire hose which was 
furnished as a means of extinguishing fire, found the 
same to be defective. Also found two fire extinguishers 
in the building which had not been recharged for seven 
years. Took the matter up with the owner and he had 
fifteen new fire extinguishers and one hundred feet of 
hose installed. The owner has made drrangements to 
have extinguishers recharged every year. 

Received seventy-one complaints of insufficient heat 
during the year and a number of these complaints were 
received from the Division of the Necessaries of Life 
at the State House and under the Acts of 1920, Chapter 
555, Section I, the inspections were made. It required 
a number of inspections both night and day and it was 
_ necessary to have the owner of one apartment house 
before the Court for failing to furnish sufficient heat. 
The Court found him guilty and a fine of Fifty Dollars 
was imposed. . 

Fifty-three complaints were received during the year 
of hallways not being properly lighted. After notify- 
ing the owner of one apartment house a number of 
times, and owner having failed to keep hallways prop- 
erly lighted, had said owner before the Court and a 
fine of Ten Dollars was imposed. 

Received a great many complaints during the year 
of obstructed egresses. On inspection many times 
found not only the egress obstructed but also a fire 
hazard existing. 

The piazzas of seven houses found in dangerous con- 
dition and same were reported to the Building Com- 
missioner. 

In one six-family house that was being renovated 
found the owner was papering over a number of layers 
of old paper. Both contractor and owner were noti- 
fied that all paper had to be removed and on reinspec- 
tion found same was done. 

One hundred inspections were made during the year 
of the basement suites for which permits have been 
granted and as a whole found them in good condition. 

Ten permits were granted during the year for base- 
ment suites but a number of changes had to be made 
in those suites before I would recommend them for 
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permits, some where the ceilings were not high enough 
and others, rooms did not contain enough window area. 

A complaint was received that one two-family frame 
dwelling had been converted into a tenement house 
and on inspection found the same to be true; the Build- 
ing Commissioner was notified. 

One hundred and seventy-eight inspections were 
made of apartment houses under construction which re- 
quired a Certificate of Compliance signed by the Build- 
ing Commissioners and the Tenement House Inspector 
before same could be issued. In one of these houses 
found one room in each of the three suites which did 
not contain the floor area required by the Board of 
Health regulations. Owner was notified and same was 
made right before this Certificate was issued. 

In one apartment block found five hot water pres- 
sure boilers in the basement where someone had tam- 
pered with the fusible plugs which rendered the valves 
useless if the boilers became overheated creating a very 
dangerous condition. The same was reported to the 
Inspector of Plumbing who had new valves installed on 
all boilers making the same safe. All leaky pressure 
hot water boilers found were reported to the Plumbing 
Inspector and in all cases where new plumbing was 
ordered installed to replace unsanitary and defective 
plumbing, same was done under the direction of the 
Plumbing Inspector. 

One hundred and fifty-seven inspections and rein- 
spections were made of the lodging houses for which 
your Board granted licenses and the following table 
shows conditions found in same:

In three of these houses found rooms in the base- 
ment being used for living purposes which did not com- 
ply with the Board of Health regulations governing 
rooms in the basement and owners were notified same 
could not be used and on reinspection found they com- 
plied with the notice. 

On inspection of one house found that the owner had 
converted the same from a single house to a five-family, 
making two suites on second and third floors, which 
was a violation of the Building-Law and after being 
notified, on reinspection found that same had been con- 
verted back into a single house. 
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The walls and ceilings of two kitchens where food 
was prepared in lodging houses were found to be in 
a very dirty condition and had owners clean the same. 

A great many miscellaneous inspections were made 
for various causes such as dogs and cats in apartments, 
dampness in cellars, stagnant water in yards, gas shut 
off, gas fixtures leaking, water shut off, shaking rugs 
and mops from windows, houses infested with water 
bugs and other pests.

~ Milk, Cream, Etc. 


Survey. It has been the policy to make a survey 
every fourth year, but because of unusual conditions 
in 1922, only such deductions were made as would give 
approximately the information desired by the Federal 
authorities. The previous complete survey was for the 
year 1919 which is included herewith for comparison. 
The present survey, to be consistent with that of 1919, 
is for the year ending November 30. As the town 
census is taken in April the average daily per capita 
consumption is based upon deliveries in that month, 
checked up with those in October, and further verified 
from the reports of a confirmatory questionnaire. In- 
asmuch as the consumption of milk and its products 
is greater during the summer months, and there are 
undoubtedly more milk products shipped into the town 
for local consumption than is conversely the case, the 
figures, even with the permissible tolerances, are con- 
servative. In the 1924 report a chart, prepared co- 
jointly with Dr. Denny, was presented showing that 
since 1919 there had been a continued improvement in 
the milk supply and clearly indicating the factors re- 
sponsible. This chart has been so valuable in deter- 
mining the most practical procedures to follow and in 
replying to questionnaires that it has been continued 
to include 1926. Pertinent comparative data from the 
chart is given in connection with the survey tabulations.

The above clearly shows that our milk supply will 
compare favorably with that of any first class munici- 
pality both as to quality and per capita consumption. 


School Milk. The supply is the same as that of last 
year. It had proven so satisfactory that arrangements 
were made for its continuance. It is from accredited, 
registered animals and the carbohydrates have been 
consistently high. The dairy scores are 91.2 for the 
Guernsey and 93.8 for the Ayreshire. The average fat 
was 4.35 per cent, solids not fat 9.18 per cent, bacteria 
5,000 per c.c., while the sediment tests gave all clean 
cottons. 
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Milk for Infant Feeding. Because of its importance 
this subject has been given special attention. As a re- 
sult the term ‘“‘Baby Milk” and various misleading 
appellations have been prohibited in connection with 
the sale of certain supplies which investigation proved 
had no qualifications to justify the claims made for 
them. From the co-operation received from those in- 
terested it is very apparent that public opinion will 
support the contention that milk should not be desig- 
nated as especially adapted for infant feeding unless 
it conforms to rigid standards for freshness, purity and 
chemical content. 


Other Infant Foods. An investigation of such prod- 
ucts as are commonly used as substitutes for milk for 
infant feeding is now being made. Thus far some have 
been found to be gravely deficient in Vitamine A, so 
essential for infants, due to the substituting of refined 
vegetable oils for butter fat. It is proposed to furnish 
analyses of infant foods for the use of physicians and 
others. 


Certified Milk. It has recently been decided that al- 
though certified milk must be produced and sold under 
the authority of medical milk commissions, it is never- 
theless amenable to any reasonable rule or regulation 
promulgated by local boards of health. The inspec- 
tion of certified dairies was therefore done in co-opera- 
tion with Dr. Richard S. Eustis, Executive Secretary of 
the Boston Medical Milk Commission, and a report on 
any correction suggested was sent to him. With one 
exception the producers appreciated and promptly 
acted on suggestions made to them. 


Cream. There were but 13 per-cent of the samples 
containing bacteria in excess of the standard in com- 
parison with 39 per cent in 1925. The keeping quality 
has geen greatly improved because of the demands 
made for the adoption of more sanitary equipment and 
methods of pasteurizing at creameries. 


Ice Cream. The closer supervision accorded this 
product since early in 1925 has been continued. Spe- 
cial attention has been given to the conditions under 
which it is manufactured and the purity of its ingredi- 
ents. Marked progress has been made in inducing 
manufacturers to install equipment for pasteurizing 
the mix. There were but two samples containing more 
than the permissible number of bacteria, while of the 
chemical samples two contained a large amount of al- 
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kaline substance, one was contaminated with numerous 
particles of dead flies, and two showed manurial con- 
tamination. Five cases of illness, attributed to eating 
ice cream were investigated. In one case the dealer 
promptly made requested corrections and acknowl- 
edged his responsibility by making a settlement. It 
was necessary to prohibit the manufacture of the prod- 
A one dealer because of continued unsanitary con- 
itions. 


Dairies. There has been a net increase of 215 dair- 
ies, of which 172 were Grade A. With more distant 
locations and the additional reinspections necessary to 
qualify Grade A dairies, supervision is becoming more 
difficult. It was accomplished by using all the time 
Mr. LeGacy could spare from his other duties, addi- 
tional assistance from both the Inspector of Animals 
and the Chemist, and the co-operation of some of the 
dealers in placing their inspectors and automobiles at 
the disposals of your agents. 


Creameries. Authentic confirmations of the contam- 
inating effect resulting from the use of certain types 
of equipment have made it necessary to make more 
condemnations than usual. Replacements and correc- 
tions amounting to more than $65,000.00 have been 
made and verified, while reports from dealers indicate 
that additional replacements amounting to $22,000.00 
are awaiting verification. In addition, two creamery 
plants condemned are being rebuilt at an ultimate cost 
of $35,000.00, while at a cost of $1,800.00 a safe water 
supply has been installed at another creamery. 


Tuberculin Testing of Herds. It has been difficult 
to make producers realize that after their herds have 
been entered and tested under the accredited herd plan 
the regulations prohibit them from making replace- 
ments direct from the Brighton market or from un- 
accredited herds except in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the Federal rule requiring a period of quar- 
antine and a retest. It was consequently necessary for 
Dr. Delano, the Inspector of Animals, to devote too 
large a proportion of his available time to checking up 
herds. As a result of this work the rejection of many 
dairy supplies, the exclusion of four, and the refusal of 
two licenses for the sale of unpasteurized milk were 
found necessary. It is hoped that the recent reorgan- 
ization of the State Cattle Bureau by Gov. Fuller will 
result in greater co-operation with local officials in 
efforts to protect the milk supply. 
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Protection from Infection. There have been, and 
are at present, several outbreaks of infectious disease 
of human origin, transmitted through milk supplies in 
adjoining municipalities. Regardless of criticism, severe 
measures have been taken to safeguard our local sup- 
ply. Four dairy supplies have been temporarily ex- 
cluded, twelve handlers of milk quarantined, two raw 
supplies ordered pasteurized, and various restrictions 
of a precautionary nature placed. Conditions will be 
carefully watched and adequate pasteurization and 
sterilization will be insisted upon. During the year 
fovr; dairy supplies were temporarily excluded because 
of pus and streptococci found in the milk, until the in- 
fected animals could be located and eliminated from 
the herds. The report of the Inspector of Animals is 
referred to as to their disposition and others quaran- 
tined under authority of the state law. 


Transportation. While there has been marked im: 
provement in icing full-car interstate shipments of 
milk, there continues to be much laxity in icing open- 
car shipments for which the railroads are responsible. 
The shipping of bulk milk by baggage and express has 
greatly increased. Such shipments are not iced and 
it is impossible to check up as to length of exposure at 
shipping and receiving stations. It is proposed to re- 
vise the score cards to include this contingency. This 
would encourage and, in some cases, enforce the use 
of jackets or insulated cans. 


Licenses and Permits. One wagon license was re- 
voked for repeated standardizing with skimmed milk 
and those of three stores because of improper icing and 
uncleanliness. Nine dealers and six storekeepers were 
refused licenses because of inability or failure to meet 
local requirements. Licenses have been issued for two 
new supplies of milk and one of cream which are provy- 
ing to be satisfactory. Referring to the summary, the © 
permits refused or revoked were mostly in connection 
with qualifying -Grade A milk and are additional to 
rejections and exclusions recorded under dairies. 


Foods, Drugs, Etc. 


Analyzed. The food samples varied greatly in gen- 
eral composition, the nutritive value in many cases 
being inconsistently lower than the prices indicated. 
Ten were mislabelled as to food value or preservative, 
two contained preservative not specified on the label, 
five showed fermentation, two of vinegar were deficient 
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in acidity, while two were contaminated with foreign 
substances. It should be stated that Prof. Amrhein, 
the Chemist, in addition to making 1,567 chemical 
analyses, has assisted with the outside inspection work 
during periods of increased activity. 


Inspected. As indicated in the tabulation, these 
were mostly raw foodstuffs of a perishable nature re- 
quiring no analysis to determine their fitness for food 
and do not include such meats as were passed upon by 
the Inspector of Animals. 


Condemnations. The milk, two lots of candy, four 
of pastry and one of cheese were condemned because 
of exposure to infection. The others were made under 
Section 146, Chapter 94, General Laws, which provides 
for the seizure of tainted or unwholesome foods. The 
larger part of the bakery products, candy and the four 
truckloads of miscellaneous foods were destroyed fol- 
lowing fires at food shops. The strenuous objections 
of insurance and salvage agents to the seizure of a 
large quantity of foodstuffs made it necessary, in one 
instance, to condemn all food stocks in the building 
and later release only such as an analysis showed were 
safe for food. This action was taken after conferring 
with the Town Counsel and arranging with the Police 
Department to prevent threatened removal. As a re- 
sult three tons of flour were released to a paste manu- 
facturer, six hundred pounds of bakery products to 
a rendering concern and four truckloads of miscellane- 
ous foods were burned or buried. 


Drugs. Nine samples of drugs were found below 
the legal standard and the usual warning notices were 
sent. One was spirits of nitre containing but .03 per 
cent ethyl nitrite and consequently had little or no 
medicinal value. Such a solution, if depended upon to 
allay fever, especially in the cases of very sick children, 
might, because of its lack of medication, be a contrib- 
uting factor to fatalities. In this case the State Division 
of Registration was notified. Because of recent 
changes in the U.S. Pharmacopoeia standards and the 
carelessness shown by druggists, a more rigid super- 
vision is contemplated. 


Store Inspection. With a net increase of forty-seven 
food, drug and candy stores, bringing the total food 
establishments up to three hundred seventeen, it has 
been impossible with the present facilities to make as 
many inspections as seemed desirable. Six hundred 
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sixty-nine store inspections were made, whereas each 
food establishment should receive at least one inspec- 
tion a month. In places where food or drink is served 
it is very important that. eating and drinking utensils 
be properly sterilized to prevent the spread of infec- 
tious diseases. Plans are being made to adopt a score 
card system to include points for cleanliness and steril- 
ization, the ratings to be published from time to time 
in the “Health Bulletin,’ thereby encouraging im- 
proved sanitation. 


Hearings. As provided by the statutes, six of the 
hearings were given to violators of the bakery, food 
and drug laws and resulted in compliance therewith. 
Twelve were to applicants for milk and common victu- 
alers’ licenses and basement permits, ten of which were 
refused approval. Five were to proprietors of milk 
and food plants following condemnations and the plans 
submitted in each case were finally approved, while 
the remaining thirteen hearings were given to various 
violators of the laws and regulations in an effort to 
avoid prosecution, resulting in nine making the desired 
corrections, the closing of three food establishments and 
the prosecution of one milk dealer. In such cases as 
might be appealed, notices of the hearings with sum- 
mary of conditions were sent the Committee on Health 
of the Board of Selectmen. 


Educational. Various pamphlets and articles per- 
taining to milk production have been distributed to 
dairymen. Those who were required to build or re- 
model barns, milk rooms or cooling tanks were sent a 
booklet giving plans and specifications to meet various 
conditions. Recipes for correcting malnutrition, edited 
by eminent authorities, and articles upon the value of 
milk as a food and its relation to child life have been 
made available for distribution through the co-opera- 
tion of Federal officials and various interested agencies. 
The care of milk in the home and the importance of 
adequate sterilization of milk and food utensils have 
been disseminated through fruitful channels. 


Miscellaneous Activities. Because of frequent fires 
in food shops investigation was made as to chemical 
changes in certain foods and metal containers from 
excessive heat. As a result the suspected danger from 
poisonous oxides was confirmed. Further investigation 
showed that the sulphuric acid in fire chemicals was 
not sufficiently neutralized in any of the laboratory 
tests made with the various solutions and foods. Con- 
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sequently the use of fire chemicals at food shops should 
be abolished or used only with extreme caution. Upon 
request, an article on “Danger to Foodstuffs from the 
Use of Fire Chemicals” was prepared and has been 
accepted for publication in the ‘““American Journal of 
Public Health.’’ Research work in relation to testing 
of milk for fats by Prof. Florin J. Amrhein, the Chem- 
ist, brought out information of great value and a paper 
on the subject is to be published in the Journal of the 
International Dairy and Milk Inspectors’ Association. 
A new method of pasteurizing by the direct applica- 
tion of electricity is being studied. It is claimed that 
milk can be quickly and effectively pasteurized with- 
out impairing the flavor or destroying the fat soluble 
C Vitamine, thus solving the greatest problem in con- 
nection with milk control. A éonference has been held 
with Prof. S. C. Prescott, who has made a recent study 
of this method and reported favorably before the 
American Public Health Convention in October. For- 
tunately, one of the few plants in operation is near 
Boston and arrangements have been made for making 
observations and tests. Miscellaneous work includes 
also the correction of noisy milk and food vehicles, pro- 
hibiting drivers from employing unregistered boys to 
deliver milk and such other various activities as con- 
tingencies have made necessary.

The annual inspection was made and completed 
April 1 at the request of the Director of the Division of 
Animal Industry for Massachusetts. This inspection 
included the examination of all domestic animals in the 
town, also the buildings in which they were stabled. 
All the animals were found to be in a healthy condition. 
A few unsanitary conditions were found about the 
premises, which were corrected. 


Contagious Diseases 


No cases of contagious disease have been found 
among the domestic animals within the town during 
the past year. There were, however, four cases of 
Rabies in Dogs, occurring in different parts of the town, 
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with apparently no connection with each other.’ Each 
case was of the Dumb form, and consequently not as 
dangerous, but nevertheless all contact animals were 
kept under observance for ninety days. 


Dairies and Creameries 


At the request of Mr. Ward, Agent for Milk and 
Food, much extra time was given, in addition to the 
usual dairy inspection. This was due to the recent reg- 
ulation, which only allowed raw milk to be sold for 
food from herds free from Tuberculosis. This required 
much detailed work in his department in following up 
the proper T. B. testing of herds; the disposal of 
diseased animals, and the necessary replacement of 
healthy ones. There were also a number of pus cases, 
due to a temporary condition affecting the milk. These 
were removed from .the herds until the condition had 
entirely cleaned up. 

The creameries inspected were located in Maine, 
New Hampshire, Vermont and New York State. A 
great deal of time was spent on this work, and resulted 
in many corrections being made in the proper handling, 
storing and shipping of milk and cream. 


Meat Inspection 


A number of cases of meat and fish, also several of 
dressed poultry were inspected at the request of Mr. 
Ward, Agent for Food. Three lots were condemned 
and destroyed, being unfit for food.

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REPORT OF DIVISION OF FLY AND 
MOSQUITO CONTROL 


Brookline, Mass., January 15, 1927. 
To the Board of Health: 
Brookline, Mass. 


Gentlemen:—I have the honor to submit my 26th 
annual report of the Division of Fly and Mosquito Con- ~ 
trol. All insects are included in our work which “bite 
and suck” and are suspected as carriers of infectious 
diseases. 

Science has demonstrated the active part that fleas 
and lice play in the transmission of plague and typhus 
fever and the scientific research of the future will de- 
termine the part played by other vermin which infest 
man and animals and their habitations. In anticipa- 
tion of future emergencies, we should act: To prepare 
ourselves in a routine way; to evaluate the role played 
by the vermin whose exact relationship to diseases of 
unknown origin is not understood; to determine the 
degree of infestation of insects which are found to be 
obnoxious; and to recommend control measures neces- 
sary for routine and emergency action. 

This suggests the necessity of carrying on research 
work to determine the best methods of procedure. As 
the inhabitants of Brookline have benefitted by the 
studies and researches of groups of men in other mu- 
nicipalities, the Town should in its turn be prepared; 
to contribute to these studies and experiments in Public 
Health Work; to promote the program of civilization 
by reasonable schedules in scientific research at public 
expense. I trust that careful consideration will be 
given this subject. 

“Of the thirty-six resolutions, propositions and rec- 
ommendations approved for study and consideration at 
the 8th Pan American Sanitary Conference, to be held 
in 1927, four of these are of special interest to this Di- 
vision; first—Fly eradication; second—Malaria eradi- 
cation and mosquito control; third—The study and 
classification of rodent fleas; fourth—The study of 
measures adopted by New York City to prevent the in- 
troduction of rat plague;’’ of which the rat-flea is the 
active “‘carrier’’ insect. Therefore, our foremost Pub- 
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lic Health Conference points to the vital importance of 
insect control. 

The per capita cost of fly and mosquito control in 
Brookline for the past year has been about 18 cents. 
Of this 18 cents about 4 cents have been charged off 
to fly control and 14 cents to mosquito work. If we 
compare Brookline’s per capita cost with the cost 
of mosquito control in the Southern states conducted 
under the direction of the United States Public Health 
Service, we find: during the first year the work costs 
72 cents; during the second year it averaged 58 cents; 
and for a period of three years, the average per capita 
was 70 cents. The Service reported one other instance 
where the per capita cost was $13.50, which is the lar- 
gest expenditure noted for community control work. 

Man protects himself in his home against the insects 
by screening. Mosquitoes and flies even penetrate 
these screen barriers. However, we should continue 
to use screens to protect ourselves until flies and mos- 
quitoes are controlled by preventive measures. The 
cost of screening the houses of Brookline may even 
approximate the stupendous sum of $500,000. The 
cost of screening maintenance is unknown; but we sus- 
pect that itis a substantial figure. We believe that pre- 
ventive measures in the future like fly and mosquito 
control can be effectively done, giving protection, “‘out 
of doors,” as well as, “‘in doors,”’ with a very substantial 
saving by co-operative effort. The present cost of fly 
and mosquito control is less than 2% of the roughly 
estimated sum for screening the houses. Effective pre- 
ventive measures at a fraction of the cost of screening 
would result in an enormous saving in money to the 
citizens of the Town and great comfort and security 
from certain diseases as well as relief from a disturb- 
ing nuisance. 

Mosquito Control 


Rainfall. The precipitation of rain from April 1 to 
October 1 was 22.51 inches. (U.S.W.B.) The normal 
rainfall is 20.61 inches for this period. 


Sanitary Inspection. The Division made 112,954 in- 
spections of about 5,567 lots of land and 85,864 recep- 
tacles were found of which 24,401 contained water. 
Our inspectors located 244 breeding places of wigglers. 


Petrolizing. There were 31,200 applications of oil 
to about 3,900 catch-basins. There were 17,292 inspec- 
tions made of 1,831 pools and ditches and 257 sunken 
garbage cans holding stagnant water. These pools 
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were treated with oil when necessary. We inspected 
a total of 6,422 breeding places of the mosquito every 
three weeks. — 


Fish Control. Experiments in mosquito control with 
fish, under private auspices at Hall’s pond, using the 
top minnow, Gambusia Affinis, and the small gold fish, 
was continued again this year. Every effort was made 
to keep the weeds and grasses cut short in order to 
assist the fish. On one or two occasions isolated areas 
of the pond were found to have maturing larvae re- 
quiring the use of oil to destroy them. The green house 
tanks in the Town were again stocked with Gambusia 
Affinis for the purpose of insuring their survival 
throughout the winter. Certain ponds were selected 
for the introduction of top minnows to determine 
whether they would survive the winter under condi- 
tions which were thought favorable for their protection. 


Dumps. There were 50 public and private dump- 
ing places inspected. Weurge the citizens of the Town 
to avoid depositing on their premises, receptacles which 
will catch water and breed mosquitoes. The recep- 
tacles should be carted to our public dump, where they 
should be immediately destroyed or buried. Recep- 
tacles which catch and hold water and wastes which 
ferment and decompose contribute the fly and mosquito 
problem. 


No cases of Malaria were reported for 1926. 
Fly Control 


The prevention of fly breeding is important child 
welfare work. Flies not only menace the health of 
children who are not able to protect themselves, but 
they menace the health of adults. Flies come from 
vegetable and animal refuse which has been neglected 
for one week or more. 

The tendency of mankind has been to maintain very 
primitive customs in disposing of the accumulations of 
household and stable refuse and these habits are the 
causes giving rise to the fly breeding nuisances reported 
here. How tenaciously man clings to these primitive 
habits of careless refuse disposal! During his entire 
history from the cave until today, he has made but very 
few fundamental steps to improve upon his old insani- 
tary habits of disposing of his household wastes. Even 
these forward steps are slow to be accepted by many 
men. However, there are certain groups of men who

recognize, from disastrous experiences in the past, the 
inherent dangers which menace their health from the 
neglected household and stable refuse-heaps. These 
groups have attempted to control these dangers and 
have provided incinerating devices, house plumbing 
and sewage disposal systems, sanitary collection serv- 
ices and other sanitary methods of refuse disposal to 
counteract the dangers from fly breeding and fly borne 
diseases. Civilization requires the introduction of addi- 
tional fundamental reform measures which will insure 
the complete eradication of the causes of vermin breed- 
ing. Household incineration may well be one of these 
measures. 


Sanitary Inspection. The fly and mosquito inspec- 
tions were made jointly and have already been referred 
to under Mosquito Control. The objects of these in- 
spections were: First, to educate the residents about 
the breeding of flies and mosquitoes: Second, to obtain 
data: Third, to secure the prompt abatement of the 
fly and mosquito nuisances. 


Stables and Manure. There were reported, 190 
heaps of manure. Of these, 61 were found in gardens, 
57 in and about stables and 72 in and about hen houses. 
Owners of animals and fowl, as well as users of manure, 
are urged to co-operate with the Board of Health in 
preventing a fly nuisance arising from this refuse, from 
May 15 to September 15. We want them to have and 
use manure and will show them how they can do this 
without breeding flies. The Division is prepared to 
loan a limited number of large fly traps to the citizens. 
Application may be made at this office for them and 
they will be delivered to your home. 


Fly Breeding in Garbage. The garbage nuisances in- 
dicated in the table below, are responsible for swarms 
of flies if neglected. 

Research work done by this Divison has shown that 
93% of the garbage cans tested showed fly maggot in- 
festation. Further tests, especially developed to in- 
vestigate this matter, have shown that one and one- 
half quarts of garbage from these cans may yield from 
50 to 5,000 maggots. 

We have already partially outlawed the back yard 
garbage heap and as the garbage in a can or out of it 
is the same offending waste, no valid defense can be 
offered in behalf of the practice of storing the garbage 
heap in a can in the back-yard. Therefore, we must 
cast about for a sanitary solution of the problem and 
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the odorless household incinerator is one of the devices 
to help do just this thing until research work indicates 
something better. Household incineration is the first 
real fundamental sanitary change that man has made 
in the disposal about his house of the garbage produced 
there. 

Our Inspectors recorded 7,173 fly-breeding nuisances 
due to the insanitary storage and disposal of garbage 
by 2,954 householders, storekeepers and others. On 
December 31, 1926, 2,946 of these persons had com- 
plied with the law and had abated the nuisances on 
their premises. The following table shows the detail 
of this work.

Grass. There were 214 persons reported for main- 
‘taining mixed heaps of grass cuttings, straw, hay, 
leaves, cloth, burlap, excelsior, paper and vegetable 
refuse. We recommend that this material be promptly 
dried and burned. 


Privies. There were 57 insanitary privies reported 
by our inspectors. The devices are a constant menace 
to the health of the community during the fly season. 
A vigorous campaign was carried through for abate- 
ment of these privies. No encouragement should be 
given to any persons to erect or maintain a privy of the 
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old type within the limits of the Town. Where con- 
nection with the sewer for a flush closet is or is not 
available, there are durable ‘‘chemical closets’? on the 
market to be had at a moderate cost for temporary use. 
There is often a vigorous demand on the part of the 
workmen for more sanitary accommodations. We sup- 
port this attitude. 


Miscellaneous. There were 20 complaints abated by 
our inspectors. 


Summary. There was a total of 7,662 fly breeding 
nuisances reported to this office. 


The achievement reported here was made possible 
by the public spirited co-operation of the citizens and 
the excellent work of our field forces, all of which is 
gratefully acknowledged.

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REPORT OF THE SANITARY AGENT 


December 31, 1926. 
To the Board of Health, 
Brookline, Mass. 


Gentlemen :—I, have the honor to submit the thirty- 
fourth annual report of the Sanitary Agent, for the 
year ending December 31, 1926. 

All complaints of nuisances and other unhealthful 
conditions have received attention as in previous years, 
each case being investigated and the cause of same re- 
moved or remedied to the satisfaction of those con- 
cerned. The number of nuisances and complaints in- 
vestigated by this department during the year was 873 
as against 869 in 1925. 

The following summary shows the number and char- 
acter of the nuisances and complaints investigated and 
corrected under the direction of your Board during the 
year.

General inspections were made of the yards and cel- 
lars in the congested and business districts early in the 
spring. Many of the premises were found to be lit- 
tered with ashes, garbage, and refuse, after the winter 
months. The conditions were promptly corrected after 
the attention of those responsible was called to same. 

During the year forty-three complaints of smoke 
nuisances were received. Of this number twenty-nine 
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were caused by oil burning plants, twelve by soft coal 
plants, and two by plants burning rubbish. The oil 
burning plants, especially those using heavy petroleum 
oil, gave the most offense. In most cases after a proper 
supply of oil was fed to the burner the conditions were 
abated. In several plants it was found the fires were 
forced in the early morning with the oil not heated to 
a proper temperature. This practice was stopped. In 
most cases where the complaints were made concern- 
ing soft coal plants, careless firing was responsible; 
and with proper attention given to the firing the con- 
ditions were abated. 

The various bakeries of the town have been inspected 
periodically during the year, and wherever improper 
conditions were noted corrections were made. The 
conditions as regards cleanliness were made satisfac- 
tory with but one exception, which case is now pending 
awaiting a hearing to determine the necessary action. 

The barber shops have been periodically inspected. 
No lack of cleanliness or tidiness was noted. 

This division has had a greater number of calls made 
upon it for Rat and Mice Extermination than in the 
previous years. It is the opinion of the writer that this 
is a most important part of the Public Health work, 
and I believe the progress made has been of real value. 
The number of premises treated amounted to four hun- 
dred and fifty-nine (459) which included the fire 
stations, schools, public buildings and dumps. 

Workmen’s privies to the number of sixty-four were 
inspected. Of this number thirty-four were abolished; 
nineteen made fly proof; and twenty-nine closets were 
installed for the use of workmen. 

During the year the Board granted fifty-three 
licenses to keep fowl. Three permits to build and main- 
tain leaching cesspools, and one permit to keep horses.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF 
PUBLIC WELFARE 


The Almshouse 


The Almshouse has been in charge of Mrs. Mary B. 
Perkins, who has filled the position of Matron and War- 
den jointly in the same satisfactory and efficient man- 
ner as for several years past. 

She has had as an assistant the man who has filled 
that position for some years. He drives the automobile 
for the Almshouse and the Contagious Hospital and 
attends to the necessary outside work and the garden 
where vegetables and fruit are grown for use in the two 
institutions. 

During the year there have been numerous changes 
among the inmates. The whole number cared for is 
nineteen, eleven men and eight women, three of them 
for only a few days each. Seven have been housed for 
the entire year. Of the others, two men have died, one 
woman became insane and is now in the Hospital for 
the Insane at Westboro. Another woman was sent here 
by friends who failed to realize that the question of 
settlement is important and on investigation it was 
found necessary to send her to Tewksbury. One man 
who has lived at the Almshouse for several years be- 
came so helpless, six months ago, that he was trans- 
ferred to the Carney Hospital where he still is. Another 
man has joined a somewhat reluctant family, wife and 
daughter, in Florida and still another has found em- 
ployment outside where he can be self-supporting. 
Three of the inmates have had board paid for them by 
friends or relatives but in one case the boarder made 
only a short stay and was soon placed elsewhere by 
his friends. The year closed with eleven inmates in the 
Almshouse. 

The State Inspector has made his annual visit and 
has made a favorable report on the condition of the 
building and on Mrs. Perkins’ efficient management. 
His only criticism is of our refrigerating plant which is 
not only insufficient but unduly expensive and the ques- 
tion of modern electrical refrigeration has been investi- 
gated by the Committee and may be recommended by 
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them to the Board. If a new scheme for refrigeration 
should be adopted it would add materially to the ex- 
pense for the coming year, but in the end it would 
prove to be a substantial economy. 

The building is kept in excellent repair but it cannot 
be denied that it is in some respects antiquated and in 
a new building there might be much more desirable 
arrangements. 

The expense of administration and upkeep—+$9,- 
018.88—is a little greater than for the previous year, 
but it is less than the appropriation. 

The question of assistants in the house is always a 
burning one and recently it has been found necessary 
to raise the wages paid to the women workers in order 
' to keep them as it would be very difficult to fill their 
places. 

The average attendance has been 11.73 and the cost 
per week $14.72, a little more than last year. 


Outdoor Relief 


The amount for Outdoor relief expended for the year 
is $11,326.59. Forty-nine families have been aided. 
In a few cases where the family has not a settlement in 
Brookline the amount will be repaid by the city or town 
of settlement or by the State. Outdoor relief is fur- 
nished to some families in the form of cash, to others, 
in orders for food, and in a few cases the aid is given 
in both food and cash. 


Children 


Sixteen children have been in the care of the town 
during the year. Owing to change in the settlement 
law we have been relieved of the care of six of them. 
Of the ten remaining, one boy is at the School for 
Crippled Children at Canton, four children are boarded 
with relatives in Brookline and five are in homes fur- 
nished and supervised by the State. The amount ex- 
pended for the children is $3,654.05. 


Chapter 118, General Laws 


Under this law aid has been furnished to twenty-two 
families during the year, the whole amount expended 
being $14,040.58. Of these eleven have a settlement 
in Brookline but in every case a considerable part of 
the amount furnished will be returned to us by other 
Municipalities or by the State. 

The year is closing with seventeen families who are 
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receiving Mothers’ Aid. The five families dropped 
from the list are now able to take care of themselves 
for the present at least—in one case a deserting father 
has returned to take up his family duties, in another, 
some insurance money paid in makes the family inde- 
pendent for the time being. In the others increased 
earnings will take the place of public aid. There will 
doubtless be new applicants for this form of assistance, 
but there is no reason to anticipate an unusual increase 
in the number. 


Sick 


Twenty persons have been aided on account of sick- 
ness only or in some cases care in hospitals has been 
given in addition to other assistance previously given 
in their homes or in the Almshouse. 

There have been several deaths among the number 
and these have occurred mainly in hospitals. 

The amount expended for this class is $4,700.00. In 
addition to this much has been done to assist the poorer 
families in the town by supplying medical attendance 
or medicine, the charge for which comes in under 
Mother’s Aid or Outdoor relief.

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On March 22, 1875, Desmond FitzGerald was elected 
a member of the first Board of Trustees of Walnut 
Hills Cemetery and served continuously as such until 
his death September 22, 1926. His services during 
these fifty-one years were most valuable to the town. 
His abilities and the benefits of his experience were 
freely given in the public service. His fellow Trustees 
appreciate the association enjoyed with him and a 
proper recognition has been placed on their records. 


No development work requiring special mention has 
been done during the past year at either Cemetery, 
but the grounds have been maintained in the usual 
good condition. 


Walnut Hills 


The important feature has been the purchase by 
the town from Bonnelli-Adams Co. of the 2.60 acres to 
the south and the 11.98 acres to the west of the Ceme- 
tery. This purchase was authorized at the Annual 
Town Meeting of 1926, at a total cost of $11,500. 

The Board of Trustees is studying the development 
of these additional areas so as to bring them into a 
harmonious whole with the present grounds. It is the 
recommendation of the Trustees that the work be car- 
ried on continuously over a number of years under 
appropriations made annually, as, in this way, the de- 
velopment work can be carried on more advantage- 
ously in connection with the regular maintenance. 

The avenues in the Cemetery when constructed met 
all the requirements for the vehicles of that day, but 
now, when the use of heavy automobiles has become 
universal, they need much resurfacing and consider- 
able subgrading in order to fit them for present de- 
mands. 

The Trustees have been in conference with the Town 
Engineer in this matter and recommend that the cost 
of rebuilding and repairing the avenues be done gradu- 
ally and under appropriations made annually. 

The lines for the relocation and widening of Grove 
street were fixed by the County Commissioners in Feb- 
ruary, 1926. The work has been progressing during 
the season and is rapidly nearing completion. The 
Trustees believe that eventually a stone wall should 
be built along the Grove street frontage, similar to that 
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along Allandale road, but propose to let this suggestion 
wait at least another year before making any recom- 
mendation for an appropriation. 


Recommendations 


' An appropriation of one thousand ($1,000.) dollars 

to be used for development work in Walnut Hills 
Cemetery to be expended under the direction of the 
Trustees of Walnut Hills Cemetery. 

An appropriation of one thousand ($1,000.) dollars 
for grading and surfacing the driveways in Walnut 
Hills Cemetery to fit same for automobile traffic, to be 
expended under the direction of the Trustees of Wal- 
nut Hills Cemetery.

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REPORT OF THE Pans 
COMMISSIONERS 


The Board of Park Commissioners respectfully sub- 
mits the following report of its operations for the year 
1926, together with an estimate of expenditures for 
LOZ 

By statute, all parks and playgrounds and by Article 
IX of the Town By-Laws, all public grounds in the 
Town and all appropriations made therefor, are placed 
in charge of this Board. The total area under its care 
and control is 373.39 acres, or 8.56 per cent of the en- 
tire town. For a detailed statement of this area, refer- 
ence is hereby made to pages 370 ff. in the 219th An- 
nual Town Report. 


Brookline Field 


After various delays the erection of the Grandstand- 
Field House was commenced about August Ist. It is 
hoped that it will be ready for use in time for the base- 
ball season of 1927. 

Owing to the building operations on the Field only 
the sum of $112.50 was received for its use. 


Municipal Gymnasium and Bath House 


The fence authorized by the last Annual Town Meet- 
ing has been erected and the appearance of the build- 
ings and grounds tremendously improved thereby. 


Old Reservoir 


The Gate House has been altered so as to provide 
rooms and toilet facilities for men and women for the 
Swimming meets, skating and other occasions, and was 
completed in time for the September Swimming meet. 
The wharf was not completed until after that event 
but has proved wonderfully acceptable to the skaters. 
All the carpenter work.on the Gate House was done by 
Park employees. 


Leverett Pond and Muddy Brook 


The Board is informed that the Special Committee 
appointed to investigate the conditions obtaining here, 
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has filed its report. It is hoped, therefore, that action 
will be taken in the near future looking toward the 
abatement of the nuisance now existing. 


Tennis 


The same eight courts as last year have been in con- 
stant use during the season. The receipts in 1926 were 
$1,180.00. 


Skating Areas 


The same five skating areas as last year have been 
maintained and extensively used. 


Insect Pests 


These pests seem to be well in hand, as a glance at 
the small amount of money used for their suppression 
will show. 


Putterham Playground 


As much work as possible has been done in this area 
and the sum of $329.75 has been received for wood 
cut on it. 


Almshouse and Contagious Hospital 


The line between this property and the Country Club 
has been sloped and seeded, and the driveways leading 
to the Hospital and Almshouse have been resurfaced. 
The present approaches to the Hospital are dangerous 
and unsightly and the Board urges the construction of 
a proper and dignified roadway leading to a point at 
the Hospital which will permit patients to be removed 
from ambulances under cover, which is not possible 
under present conditions. 


Brook Street Playground 


This playground has degenerated into a dump and 
the entire appropriation is used for removing rubbish 
of all kinds thrown thereon. It is therefore a liability 
and not an asset to the Town and the Board urges the 
sale of it at the earliest possible moment. 


The Board feels that the grounds under its care are 
in as fine a condition as can be expected and that they 
will compare more than favorably with those of neigh- 
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boring municipalities. It takes this opportunity of pub- 
licly expressing its appreciation of the faithful and 
loyal work of its Superintendent and other employees.

REPORT 


In 1926, 237 trees were set out. The most extensive 
piece of planting, 125 trees, was on Wolcott Road. On 
account of a clay sub-soil, European linden was selected 
as a tree probably able to withstand the adverse con- 
ditions. 

At Dedham 3,000 Scotch pine and 1,500 white pine, 
three-year-old transplants obtained from the State Nur- 
sery at Bridgewater were planted on the town forest 
land. The white pine weevil has made its appearance 
on some of the white pines. The tops of such trees, 
the place attacked, were cut off and in a few years new 
leaders will take their places. 

It is ten years since the first plantation was nade 
and the oldest trees are now ten feet high. In Novem- 
ber it was necessary to do some weeding, but in gen- 
eral the trees have needed only a little care and are 
growing well. The forest as a whole is in a satisfactory 
condition. 

Sixty-four trees have been removed for various rea- 
sons, some for street widening, some on account of the 
erection of store property, some for garage entrances, 
and a few because they were dead or dying. 

The insect pest situation is better than it was a few 
years ago. The leopard moth is still in abeyance, also 
the brown tail, but there has been a slight increase in 
the gypsy. In several localities a good many egg-clus- 
ters have been found. Eighteen different parasites 
feed upon the gypsy in its various stages. As the moth 
has decreased in numbers in the past, the parasites 
have also decreased; and it is hoped that if the moth 
increases, the parasites will do likewise, thereby pre- 
venting an undue infestation. 

Spraying was not found to be necessary except in a 
few places, for the satin moth and the fall web worm. 

Your Committee considers it expedient to do more 
pruning in the coming year, for it is unwise in their 
judgment to let too many dead limbs accumulate on 
the trees. The town has been particularly free from 
accidents as the result of falling limbs, and hopes it 
will be able to continue the same desirable record as 
heretofore. 
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We recommend for planting and preserving trees an 
appropriation of $27,624.00 and for the suppression of 
insect pests $13,234.00 as appears in the Superinten- 
dent’s report.

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The egg-clusters of the gypsy moth were creosoted 
and while the amount expended for this work seems 
somewhat large it is an excellent insurance against a 
serious infestation. 

During May and June spraying was done wherever 
it was necessary with excellent results. 

The fall web worm, which is the unsightly nest ob- 
served in the trees in August and September, was again 
very prevalent this year. The nests in some instances 
were cut off and burned and for the first time we have 
gratifying results from spraying. I hope that the com- 
ing year will find this insect well under control. 

The item for control of Leopard moths is eliminated 
from the appropriation this year.

REPORT 


The Brookline Water Board herewith submits its 
fifty-first annual report, it being for the fiscal year end- 
ing December 31, 1926. 

As in former years, the reports of the superintendent 
of the works and the engineers of the pumping stations, 
with pumping statistics, are appended. 

At the town meeting held March 8, 1926, Dr. George 
H. Francis was re-elected a member of the Board for 
three years. The Board organized with the choice of 
Nathaniel U. Walker as chairman, Z. R. Forbes was 
appointed registrar and clerk, and F. F. Forbes, super- 
intendent. 

As in previous years, the general plan of re-enforcing 
the water supply of districts which have heretofore 
been supplied by mains, many of which were laid dur- 
ing the seventies, has been continued. Special atten- 
tion has been given the Longwood District where many 
large apartment buildings have recently been erected. 
It will be necessary to continue this work from year to 
year as required by sectional developments. 

Special extensions of street mains have been made 
in the Allandale Road District under a guarantee of 
5% per annum on the cost. Other minor extensions 
have been made in various parts of the town as required 
to supply new buildings. 

Excellent and uniform results have been obtained 
at the filter plant throughout the year. Analyses made 
by the State Board of Health from time to time show 
that the iron in the raw water is increasing slightly, but 
is reduced to a negligible quantity by filtration. 

The outside wood-work at the low service pumping 
station has been thoroughly repaired and painted. 
Necessary changes have been made at the workshop 
and garage to permit the housing of a portable air com- 
pressor and equipment which has recently been pur- 
chased. All other buildings connected with the de- 
partment are in general good repair. 

The owners and lessors of land in West Roxbury in 
making excavations on their premises for the purposes 
of obtaining sand and gravel, removed the lateral sup- 
port of the adjoining land belonging to the Town. 

To prevent further encroachment, a Bill in Equity 
was brought in the Superior Court and a final decree 
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entered defining the boundaries and enjoining the own- 
ers or lessors of adjoining lands from further excava- 
tions in such a way as to withdraw the lateral support 
of lands owned by the town. 

The recommendation of the Superintendent to re- 
place one of the four million gallons capacity turbine 
pumping engines at the low service station with one of 
five and one-half million gallons capacity is approved. 
The reasons for this change are fully stated in the re- 
port of the Superintendent to which attention is called. 

By vote of the town, South Street from Newton Street 
to Grove Street has been relocated. This necessitates 
the relaying of the water main for the entire distance. 
The estimated cost of this work is $11,400.00 and an 
item for this amount has been included in the ordinary 
appropriation for extension. The Board are of the 
opinion that, in the future, the cost of similar work 
should be included in the general appropriation there- 
for. 

The extension of water mains through property being 
developed by the Walnut Hill Realty Company, under 
the required 5% guarantee, is recommeded.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Brookline, Mass., December 31, 1926. 
To the Brookline Water Board: 


Gentlemen :—I respectfully submit the fiftieth annual 
report of the Superintendent of the Water Works for 
the year ending December 31, 1926. 

The work of the past season has not differed greatly 
from that of the previous year. A brief description of 
the more important work is as follows: 

Twelve thousand seven hundred seventy-one feet of 
street mains have been laid in twenty-two different 
streets, varying in diameter from six-inch to twelve- 
inch, and one hundred seventy-two new services added. 

Several hydrants which have been in use since the 
works were built fifty-three years ago have been re- 
placed by new Ludlow hydrants. 

Gates were placed on all hydrants which needed re- 
pairs. 

The twenty-four-inch main crossing the railroad 
bridge at Sumner Road has been strengthened by a 
steel girder on each side which carries the whole 
weight of the pipe. 

Ordinary repairs only have been required for the 
pumping machinery, and all this machinery is in excel- 
lent condition. 

The filter has continued to give the same satisfactory 
results and no change has been made in the manner of 
operation. 

Consumption of water has increased 3.4% which is 
no more than should be expected when the number of 
new services supplied is taken into consideration. No 
serious leaks have occurred in any part of the distrib- 
uting system. The few leaks were all confined to serv- 
ice pipes. 

It was expected to renew the remainder of the driven 
wells the past season, but other work made this almost 
impossible, and the larger part of the appropriation for 
this purpose has been turned back. This work will be 
the first to receive consideration the coming season. 

The laying of a twelve-inch main on Longwood Av- 
enue to replace the six-inch main has greatly improved 
the fire protection in this district. 

A blower has been installed in the low service sta- 
tion to increase the capacity of the boilers. 

It is perhaps needless to say that the usual care has 
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been taken of the reservoirs, grounds, hydrants and all 
other parts of the works, as this statement appears in 
every annual report. 

The work out of the usual now in view for the com- 
ing season briefly is as follows: 

The widening and changing of the grades and lines 
on South Street from Newton to Grove Streets will 
make necessary the relaying of a twelve-inch main in 
this street. Part of the way the rock comes to the sur- 
face of the street, and it would seem sound business to 
lay the sewer first as the sewer excavation goes much 
below the water pipe, and, owing to the curves of the 
_ street, crosses it more than once. 

A new multi-stage turbine and pump of a larger ca- 
pacity should be installed at the low service pumping 
station in place of one of the three turbines now in- 
stalled, from a strictly economic point of view. The 
consumption of water has so increased (50% since the 
turbines were installed) that it is often necessary to 
run two turbines at the same time at a speed less than 
the capacity of the two combined, with a consequent 
serious loss of steam consumption. The proposed tur- 
bine will probably not use more than half the steam 
which the two turbines now require. 

It is proposed to make some changes at the filter for 
washing and replacing the sand, in order to lessen the 
cost of this work, as much more sand must be removed 
each year in the future. 

The high service standpipe, which has been in use 
forty-two years, needs a thorough painting and the 
roof repaired. 

The amount of coal on hand at the low service sta- 
tion is less than usual and much more must be pur- 
chased the coming year. 

For a detail of the water consumed and pipe laid, 
etc., attention is called to the tables appended, all of 
which is respectfully submitted.

Gentlemen :—I have the honor to present the fiftieth 
annual report of the Engineer for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1926. 

The amount of water pumped during the year was 
1,537,601,618 gallons: 52,474,478 gallons more than 
last year; and the consumption of coal for all purposes, 
pumping, heating, lighting, etc., was 4,446,500 lbs., an 
increase of 144,750 lbs. over last year. The “Station 
Duty” is slightly better than last year. 

The rainfall was 37.96 inches—4.11 inches less than 
last year. The maximum precipitation, 4.67 inches, 
was in November and the minimum, 1.15 inches, was in 
September.

The boilers are in good condition and have been reg- 
ularly inspected by the Hartford Boiler Inspection and 
Insurance Company.

OF 
BROOKLINE, MASSACHUSETTS 


The Trustees of the Public Library of Brookline pre- 
sent herewith their seventieth annual report, covering 
the condition and conduct of the affairs of the Library 
for the past vear. 

At the annual town meeting, in March, Hon. Harold 
P. Williams was elected to fill the vacancy made by 
the resignation of Dr. Daniel D. Addison, who retired 
after a membership of twenty-five years. Dr. Addison 
had served on the Library Committee and on various 
sub-committees, giving freely of his time and interest. 

Louisa M. Hooper was appointed Librarian for her 
twenty-fifth consecutive term in that position: a quar- 
ter of a century of rare and faithful service; of patient, 
cheerful, and determined effort for the best. kind of 
development. 

Never in its history has the Board of Trustees suf- 
fered such severe losses through death. 

Ralph A. Stewart, Trustee from 1911, Secretary for 
three years and for a time member of the Library Com- 
mittee. He was always to be depended upon for sound 
advice, and was consulted on every legal matter. 

Father Thomas F. McManus, Trustee from 1912, 
member of Finance and other Committees, especially 
those connected with the Chestnut Hill Branch. His 
quick wit and charm combined with his love and knowl- 
edge of books will be long remembered. 

George F. Babbitt, Trustee from 1916, member of the 
Library Committee from 1919. His judgment, interest 
and ability made him valuable as a reader, advisor 
and executive. 

Henry Whitney Lamb, Trustee from 1909, Treasurer 
from 1910 to 1923, member of the Library Committee 
from 1921, and Chairman of the Board from 1923. 
Loyal, devoted, tireless; watching and working for fu- 
ture as well as present efficiency.. He gave generously 
of himself to Library and Town. 


“Good citizens at least in something 
imitate him.” 
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The Town is fortunate in those ready to fill the ranks 
and Albert F. Bigelow, Paul E. Fitzpatrick, Rev. Bar- 
rett P. Tyler and Dr. Harvey Cushing are worthy suc- 
cessors. 

Members of the Board are seldom absent from meet- 
ings except when it is unavoidable, and show that they 
realize their usefulness in a field that is not confined 
to the realm of books. It is not a Board of bookworms 
that can best serve a town. The problems that con- 
stantly come to the Trustees demand the attention of 
business and professional men as well as of booklovers. 
The responsibility of the Board is not only to see that 
the children of the Town have the educational aid a 
Library can give, but also to study the needs of an adult 
population who look to the Library for much more 
than recreation. The increasing demand for technical 
and other serious literature testifies to this. The 
Branches are always a matter of concern. Proper 
housing is necessary for the reasonable restraint and 
discipline of children as well as for the comfort and 
service of adults. The solution of a discouraging situ- 
ation at Chestnut Hill in the prospect of an adequate 
and Town owned building is most satisfactory. It is 
also an interesting experiment in co-operation between 
School and Library. This opportunity to ask the Town 
to erect a building for the joint use of Library Branch 
and Primary School came at the time when the expira- 
tion of the lease of the present store occupied by the 
Branch made new arrangements necessary. The Main 
Library will always best serve the student and serious 
reader, as well as those who make the Village their 
shopping and business centre; beyond this all develop- 
ment must come through the Branches. Business 
centres are the strategic locations; the Library must 
follow the market, grocery store and trust company 
in order to serve the public properly. The increased 
circulation at Coolidge Corner is remarkable under ad- 
verse circumstances and shows the demand that is 
willing to cope with a room crowded with children, 
only to fail to get the book required on account of lack 
of shelf room. The fact that this Branch is off the 
line of travel is also a matter of inconvenience to the 
inhabitants of the Beacon Street basin. As requests 
have come for a Deposit Station at Washington Square, 
Seek are asking the Town for the necessary 

unds. 
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It is pleasant to record the feeling of townspeople 
for the Library as shown in gifts offered during the 
year. There are too many to mention all. Among the 
most notable are—‘North American Wild Flowers’ by 
Mary V. Walcott, five volumes of beautiful plates, the 
gift of Mr. & Mrs. Ernest B. Dane; Warner’s “Library 
of the World’s Best Literature,’ given by Mrs. Samuel 
W. Cole in memory of her husband; ‘‘America”’ a his- 
torical work in twelve volumes given by Mr. Charles 
H. Stearns; about one hundred and fifty books of his- 
tory and literature given by Mrs. William M. Levy; 
military hat belonging to Brig. Gen. E. A. Wild, given 
by Mrs. W. C. Wendte; framed steel engraving of Leon- 
ardo da Vinci’s ‘‘Last Supper” given by Mrs. William 
Stearns. The records of the members of the Charles 
L. Chandler Post of the G. A. R. have been deposited 
in the Library by the Post.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 
Brookline, Mass., January 1, 1927. 
T'o the Trustees of the Public Library: 


My twenty-fifth report, the seventieth in the history 
of the Public Library is herewith submitted. 

It is impossible to record in the brief space available 
more than the merest outline of the varied activities 
that are carried on by the Public Library and its 
branches during the year. The following figures, to- 
gether with the fuller tables at the end of this report, 
show in briefest form what the Library accomplishes 
for the $1.45 per capita, the cost to the citizens of 
Brookline of the maintenance of their public library in 
1926: 


The Library was open 82 hours each week for 10 months and 
67 hours for two months. Coolidge Corner Branch, 72 hours for 
10 months and 60 hours for two months. 

It circulated for home use 338,627 books, about four per cent 
over 1925. 

It circulated also 6,063 pictures. 

It circulated 7.7 books per capita of population. (Population 
about 43,900.) 

It sent books and pictures to 116 school rooms. 

It issued 3,223 new cards, making a total of 13,239 registered 
borrowers. 

It added 4,374 books to its collection, making a total book stock 
of 121,268 in the Library and branches. 

It answered hundreds of reference questions at the main li- 
brary and branches, and by telephone. 

It sent 151 packages, with an average of four books each, during 
June and July only, to readers away from Brookline. 


It is interesting to note the figures of circulation in 
the last 25 years, as they are the most easily recorded 
evidence of the growth of the Library. During that 
period the circulation increased from 126,881 in 1901 
to 338,627 in 1926, a growth of 166.9%. During this 
same period of 25 years the per capita circulation of 
books grew from 5.9 to 7.7. 

Appeals have been made during the year for some 
agency of the library at Washington Square, which is 
now as important a retail trade centre as was Coolidge 
Corner a few years ago. 

Residents of the district around the Heath School 
are asking to have the Deposit Station re-established 
in their neighborhood, where a number of new shops 
offer possibilities for an agency of the library. A suc- 
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cessful station of the public library was conducted in 
this neighborhood from 1902 to 1921, when it was dis- 
continued from lack of suitable quarters. During those 
years the yearly issue of books ranged from 3,481 to 
9,763. As the district is now undergoing rapid build- 
ing development a deposit station would doubtless 
show an even larger circulation. 

The Librarian believes that it is desirable to start 
deposit stations in both places. 


Book Purchases 


It may be useful to enumerate a few of the usual 
methods followed in the purchase of books for the li- 
brary and its branches. 


1. The frequent examination by Trustees and Libra- 
rian of current American and English books chosen 
from the stock of the Old Corner Book Store by the 
Librarian as being worth careful examination. 


2. In the choice of books the Librarian is helped 
by the regular reading of the “Saturday Review of Lit- 
erature,’ and by the examination of many more peri- 
odicals which furnish critical book reviews. ‘The 
“Book Review Digest’? published monthly, is perhaps 
the most useful single publication which we have, being 
at once a digest and an index. Many special lists are 
checked, especially those concerned with books not 
usually found in the book stores. Instances of these 
are the “Booklist,’’ the regular monthly guide to new 
books, of the American Library Association, and the 
useful little series published by that Association on dif- 
ferent subjects under the title of “Reading with a 
Purpose,” of which 18 titles have already been issued. 
As an instance of the help sometimes obtained from 
specialists, between 80 and 100 French books were 
bought during the year with the help of Mlle. de Mos- 
tuéjouls, a teacher in a neighboring school. Part of 
these were duplicates for the Coolidge Corner Branch 
and some were titles not hitherto in the Library. 


3. Very desirable books are duplicated for the Main 
Library and bought for the branches. Suggestions are 
encouraged from branch librarians as to new books 
which seem especially suitable and of older books 
needed to round out the collection. As an example of 
the filling in process constantly pursued, a considerable 
addition was made to the section of history at the Cool- 
idge Corner Branch in 1926, many standard works hav- 
ing been purchased. 
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4. All modern fiction is read and reported on by 
one or more readers, who fill out a form which is then 
filed at the Library. The ultimate decision as to pur- 
chase is in the hands of the Librarian. Help in the 
selection of fiction is received from the “Book Review 
Club” of Librarians which meets weekly at the State 
House, and which issues periodically a list of approved 
fiction. Our library is represented in this group by the 
assistant librarian, Miss Mary Davis. 


5. A constant stream of special requests for books 
new and old is received, 44 of these, excluding current 
fiction, were received in November. These titles are 
carefully looked up in available reviews and lists, and 
acted upon by the Librarian, except that very puzzling 
ones are referred by her to the Trustees for their de- 
cision. These requests, although involving much labor, 
are a helpful guide to the wants of the reading public. 


6. In buying children’s books, many suggestive lists 
are used, and everything is either read or carefully ex- 
amined by the staff of the Children’s Department who 
report to the Librarian. 


The librarian has tried to state concisely in the fol- 
lowing paragraph the aims of the library in spending 
its book funds. 


“To buy as far as our funds permit all current 
books (non-fiction) of general interest which have 
actual value in form and substance, excluding so 
far as possible books that are poorly written, that 
are inaccurate, objectionably controversial, dull, 
cheap, or which appeal to a very few people. The 
limited funds of a library such as ours must neces- ° 
sarily bar the purchase of much highly specialized 
material suitable only for the occasional student 
or reader, and which is generally available in some 
of the larger or special libraries of this neighbor- 
hood. In fiction the Library tries to buy only what 
is well-written, interesting and wholesome, ex- 
cluding the dull, the trivial and the pernicious. 
This is a difficult end to accomplish, and one’s de- 
cision in drawing a line must necessarily be guided 
somewhat by the standing of the author and by 
the demands of the public. Constant effort is 
made to fill in gaps of desirable books in all 
classes, to keep track of new editions of standard 
works which should be considered for purchase, 
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and to replace with good editions worn copies of 
standard and popular fiction and children’s 
books.”’ 


Getting the Book to the Reader 


The local paper has been most helpful in printing 
news notes and lists which have kept the library before 
the public. The Transcript published on February 27, 
1926, an illustrated article, written by a sympathetic 
and interested Brookline contributor, which attracted 
much attention. Through the kindness of the Brookline 
Trust Company, a small exhibit, often changed, has 
been kept in the window of its branch at Washington 
Square. Members of the Library Staff have spoken at 
meetings of the Parent Teachers’ Association in con- 
nection with exhibits of books and pictures at the Law- 
rence, Devotion, and Sewall Schools and also at the 
Library, where on March 16 a meeting of the Parsons 
School Parent Teachers’ Association was held. 

An exhibit was placed in the Library by the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution of Manuals of the 
United States for foreigners published in many differ- 
ent languages for free distribution. 

For the sake of the foreign born in our town the Li- 
brary has gathered together a collection of readers and 
handbooks in easy English. 

The Library has printed two lists during the year, 
“Natural history vacation,’ and ‘‘For the sea-lover,”’ 
and has bought copies of all the eighteen titles of the 
useful “Reading with a purpose” lists published by the 
American Library Association. Of these, 354 copies 
have been sold to the public. Copies of the ‘‘One hun- 
dred best books,’’ and of the ‘‘Lantern lists’? have been 
bought for distribution. 

Special collections on various timely subjects have 
been displayed on the tables in the circulation depart- 
ment and frequently changed. 


Children’s Department 


There are about 6,515 children in Brookline between 
the ages of 5 and 15. The circulation of books in 1926 
to children from the main library, from its branches, 
and through the schools was 106,480 as compared with 
104,096 in.1925. The opportunity of selecting freely 
from a well chosen collection of good books is of in- 
estimable value in the training of the minds and morals 
of these boys and girls. — 
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The attractive children’s rooms at the main library 
are well equipped with books and pictures. Experi- 
enced children’s librarians are ready to help children, 
teachers, or parents. There are regular story hours 
for the younger children. The pupils in the seventh 
and eighth grades come to the Library with their teach- 
ers for lessons in the use of the catalogue and of a few 
simple reference books. 


Last summer a “travel club’ of girls and boys dotted 
large maps with their colored pins as they read about 
different countries, and at a September party the chil- 
dren, dressed in the costume of the country, told stories 
from their chosen books. 


There have been exhibits of books in the Children’s 
Rooms, and at the branches. Lists of books in “‘The 
Chronicle” have emphasized the importance of the 
best reading for young people. During Children’s 
Book Week in November a much enjoyed evening en- 
tertainment was held for young people. A charming 
book pageant by pupils of the Pierce School was fol- 
lowed by a most interesting illustrated talk on chil- 
dren’s books by Miss Louise Seaman of New York. 


Some really fine posters for Book Week and for the 
Christmas season were made for us by the art students 
of the High School. 


One of our greatest problems in work with young 
people is the older boys and girls who roam about in 
the evenings to little real purpose. Too old for the 
children’s department and too young for Gardner Hall 
and the Book Room, they constitute one of the greatest 
difficulties in the management of the Library in the 
evening. Some improvement in conditions at the main 
library has been made by excluding children under the 
sixth grade from the children’s department, reserving 
it for grades 6-8, and for the High School freshmen. 
At the branches, however, owing to lack of room we 
have had to exclude all under High School age after 
six o’clock. 


High School Library 


The work of the High School Library has been much 
helped by some practical improvements made by the 
School Department. The small room next to the Li- 
brary has been made accessible by means of a con- 
necting door, and it has been equipped with shelving, 
cupboards, and a telephone. The charging desk in the 
school library has also been enlarged. 
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The use of the Library by teachers and pupils has 
been much the same as usual; the regular instruction 
given to all classes in the use of the library has been 
continued, and the circulation of books for home use 
has increased from 10,248 in 1925 to 11,520 in 1926. 


Coolidge Corner Branch 


The circulation of books from this branch was 105,- 
443 in 1926, more than double the number issued in 
1913 when the Branch first moved into a room of its 
own at 277 Harvard Street; and a gain of 8,888 over 
the circulation of last year. 

The crowded condition in the Reading Room con- 
tinues at the busy hours of the day. The young people 
at times predominate to the exclusion of older readers. 
The need of a new building in a more suitable situation 
was brought before the town in 1925. An:alternative 
plan which would give temporary relief is to enlarge 
the ell now occupied by the Janitor for a children’s 
room, providing for it an outside entrance. This would 
furnish material addition both in shelving and in seat- 
ing capacity, and the separation of the younger read- 
ers in a room of their own would be welcomed by ‘all 
concerned. 

A new toilet room in the basement was installed 
early in 1926. The urgent need in 1927 is new chairs 
for the lower Reading Room, rubber treads on the 
stairs, and some renovation in the Janitor’s quarters. 


Chestnut Hill Branch 


The year’s circulation was 14,029 against 16,023 in 
1925. The last three months of the year show a fair 
gain in spite of the earlier falling off. 

Mrs. Roscoe’s management of this branch has given 
satisfaction to the Librarian and to the public whom 
she serves. Her friendly control of the young people 
has made the branch a reading room in the best sense 
of the word. 

In the new building which the Library is to share 
with the school, conditions should be ideal for the de- 
velopment of the work of this Branch. The library 
room, 65 x 22 feet, will face on Heath Street, with win- 
dows on four sides and will be divided in the centre by 
the Loan desk, so that adults and children will occupy 
opposite sides of the room. The shelving will hold 
about 5,000 volumes—-more than twice the capacity of 
the present room. There will be additional shelving 
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in the light and commodious work room adjoining for 
books in process of repair, or on their way to and from 
the main library. Seats for readers will be more than 
twice the number in the present branch. 


Sewall Reading Room 


The Reading Room in the Sewall School House, 
which has had a continuous existence since December 
1912, shows a circulation of 5,137 in 1926 against 4,747 
books in 1925. James K. Bragger was succeeded in Oc- 
tober as custodian of the branch by Herman Fisher, 
who has been employed by the Library, chiefly at Cool- 
idge Corner, since 1922, and who shows much interest 
in developing his new work. 


The Staff 


The most serious changes in the Staff have been in 
the Children’s Department. The position of head of 
the Department left vacant in the autumn of 1925 by 
Miss Sanford was filled in February, 1926, by the ap- 
pointment of Miss Louise Rowley, a graduate of the 
Simmons College Library School. The resignation of 
Miss Blanche Ballou, since 1913 the head assistant in 
the Children’s Department in charge of school deposits, 
was a great loss to the Department, and a personal loss 
to the staff of which Miss Ballou was a valued member. 
This position was filled by the promotion of Miss Doro- 
thea Wetherell, since 1921 a member of the staff. Miss 
Dorothy Thompson was promoted to be assistant cata- 
loguer in place of Miss Wetherell, and Miss Eleanor 
Hall has taken Miss Thompson’s place as assistant in 
the Order Department. Miss Helen F. Mann, an assist- 
ant in the Loan Department resigned August 1 to ac- 
cept a position in New York. 

To fill the two positions in the Loan Department left 
by these resignations and promotions, Miss Dorothy 
Howes and Miss Barbara C. Glidden were appointed. 

Members of the staff have represented the library 
at the meetings in October of the American Library 
Association at Atlantic City, in a conference of inter- 
national importance in the library world where the 
fiftieth anniversary of its founding was celebrated; and 
at meetings of the Massachusetts Library Club at Ply- 
mouth and Boston, as well as at the meetings of various 
local groups near home. Visits have also been made 
to neighboring libraries for the purpose of comparing 
special methods in library technique. 
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The Assistant Librarian has held round table meet- 
ings for the younger members of the staff, to whom she 
has also given some simple lessons in reference work. 

To the Staff for their loyal co-operation and to the 
Board of Trustees for their unfailing support under all 
conditions the Librarian is most grateful.

REPORT 


The School Committee respectfully submits to the

By vote of the Board the Chairman is a member of 
each standing committee. 


The death of Mr. Driscoll on June 11, 1926 led to 
a convention of the Selectmen and the School: Com- 
mittee, as prescribed by law, on September 27, 1926, 
at which Mrs. Grace D. Mullowney was elected to fill 
the vacancy until the next Town election. On Sept. 
18, 1926, Mr. Hough was transferred from the Com- 
mittee on Hygiene to the Committee on Finance to fill 
the vacancy caused by Mr. Driscoll’s death. Mr. Nic- 
colls was appointed to the Committee on Hygiene. On 
her election Mrs. Mullowney was appointed to the Com- 
mittee on Teachers. 

In appreciation of his long and valuable services and 
the sense of personal loss felt by the members of the 
Board, the School Committee adopted, spread upon its 
records, and sent to Mr. Driscoll’s family the following 
memorial: 


Two years ago it was the happy privilege of 
this Board to present to Mr. Driscoll a letter, 
signed by his colleagues on the School Committee, 
congratulating him upon his eightieth birthday 
and upon his fifty years of devoted service to the 
schools of Brookline. Tonight we regretfully re- 
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cord the termination of a still longer term of serv- 
ice and place his name on the Roll of Honor of 
those who have given their best for the welfare 
of this Town. 

Michael Driscoll was born in Brookline in 1844 
and was graduated from the Brookline High 
School in 1861. In 1874 he was elected a member 
of the School Committee and for fifty-two consec- 
utive years the schools of the town have been bene- 
fitted by his unflagging interest and faithful serv- 
ice. Because of his long term of office Mr. Dris- 
‘coll’s distinctive contribution to the work of the 
Board was that of seasoned advice and wise sug- 
gestion. He combined extraordinary power of 
memory with the wisdom of wide experience, the 
insight of the open mind, and the humanity of the 
understanding heart. 

With profound sorrow this Board faces the end 
of this stimulating relationship with its senior 
member. With equally profound gratitude we 
acknowledge the privilege that has been ours in 
our happy association with one whom we have 
come to regard as a revered and beloved friend. 


Two persons long connected with the teaching staff 
of our schools have passed away during the year—Mr. 
Samuel W. Cole, for forty years, and with rare gift in 
teaching, had directed the music in our schools until 
his retirement in 1924; and Miss Ellen S. Baker, who 
for seventeen years was the loved and honored Prin- 
cipal of the Runkle School until her retirement from 
teaching in June, 1919. 

The Committee records with deep regret the retire- 
ment of two teachers of long service in our system— 
Dr. Arthur W. Roberts and Miss Abby F. Bosworth. 

Dr. Arthur W. Roberts, for twenty-six years as Head 
of the Department of Greek and Latin in our High 
School, has enriched the lives of his pupils, both by 
as teaching and the strength and inspiration of his 
ife. 

Miss Abby F. Bosworth, since 1888, has loyally and 
devotedly taught the children of this Town. 

During the year the changes for fire prevention rec- 
ommended by the Commissioner of Public Safety, for 
which an appropriation was voted at the Town Meet- 
ing in March, have been completed. Three sirens for 
no school signals, voted at the same meeting, have also 
been installed, one on the Devotion School, one on the 
old High School, and one on Fire Station D on Boyl- 
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ston Street. Detailed plans for the primary school and: 
branch library in Chestnut Hill, for which an appro- 
priation was voted at the special Town Meeting in De- 
cember, are being completed by the architects and 
engineers. It is expected that bids will shortly be 
taken, so that the building will be ready for occupancy 
at the start of the school year in September. 

The Rules and Regulations of the School Committee 
have been revised and reprinted. The revised Rules 
and Regulations were put into effect on October 15, 
1926. 

Following a request in January from the Brookline 
Teachers Club for a revision of the salary scale, a study 
of teachers’ salaries was made. The School Committee, 
after a careful investigation of the subject, came to 
the conclusion that it was not justified in asking the 
Town to make a general change in salaries. Certain 
inequalities were, however, discovered. These will be 
presented to the Town in the coming budget, and if 
the appropriation as requested by the School Commit- 
tee is voted the adjustments will go into effect as of 
April 1, 1927. 

Upon vote of the School Committee, the Committee 
on Text Books and Courses of Study has, during the 
year, made a careful study of the Junior High School 
form of education. Since its report to the full Board 
the matter has been discussed by that body at several 
meetings. Further information has, however, seemed 
necessary, so that up to the writing of this report no 
conclusion as to the advisability of the system has been 
reached by the School Committee.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Committee: 


In submitting the report of the Brookline Schools for 
the year 1926, I am following the usual practice of 
relegating to the statistical section all tabulations that 
are self-explanatory and are of principal interest to 
those professional institutions which follow closely the. 
progress of the regular features of educational organ- 
izations. The body of the report is devoted to the treat- 
ment of the more important points of immediate in- 
terest. 


Physical Welfare 


About a year ago a plan was formed by which par- 
ents of children still of pre-school age were visited and 
special suggestions made and information gathered in 
order that, upon entrance in the fall, both the children 
and the school might work to better advantage. In 
this campaign, which obviously could not at the outset 
reach all pre-school children, the assistance of the 
Brookline Health Clinic was invaluable. The informa- 
tion gained about the weight, teeth, health history and 
habits, and emotional proclivities formed the basis for 
suggestion, advice, and treatment, which practically 
meant that many of the pupils were well started on 
their health program before the opening of school, and 
that the health work could proceed more rapidly and 
with less interruption because of the reduced number 
who needed special treatment during the early part of 
the school year. 

From this modest beginning it is hoped that the work 
may be extended and, eventually, provision be made 
for earlier attention not only to health but also to men- 
tal conditions, to culminate in the formation of pre- 
school age classes, from which, regardless of chrono- 
logical age, children of the requisite power may enter 
the regular school system. 

The promptness and thoroughness that has marked 
the physical examinations at the opening of the last 
few school years has continued, and made possible 
early attention to those needing postural treatment, 
special gymnastic programs, medical attention or com- 
plete cessation of any regular gymnastic or athletic 
work. 
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With the equipping of a new rest room in the High 
School the question of a nurse in constant attendance 
arose. We have relied upon the periodic visits of the 
School Medical Inspector and the School Nurses, sup- 
plemented by such casual attention as capable teach- 
ers could give. A careful record of all cases requiring 
attention has been kept, and the need of a registered 
nurse to be in constant attendance at the High School 
during the session and to assist in the visiting work of 
the other nurses after school is imperative. The vote 
of the School Committee that such an appointment be 
‘made means that now all our High School pupils may 
receive instantly such expert service as their ailments 
may require. 

In addition to the regular and special gymnastic 
work, the number participating in organized and free 
play is steadily increasing and the need for more in- 
structors in physical training has already begun to be 
felt. 

Although the benefits of regular supervised play 
every day is beyond question, the home as well as eco- 
nomic needs make impossible the insistence upon such 
a program. Steady progress is being made, however, 
toward our present goal of afternoon participation in 
organized play for VII and VIII grades and in at least 
one branch of sport in the High School grades. The 
slight increase in the expense for instructor and equip- 
ment is many fold repaid by the resultant physical im- 
provement and also by the social education that comes 
from membership in the various play groups. 

The actual growth in the interest taken by the girls 
in this afternoon work may be seen from the following 
tables relating to the organized sport groups in the 
secondary grades.

The cumulative effect of this constant attention to 
physical welfare is shown by a brief comparison, taken 
from the Medical Director’s report, of present condi- 
tions with those of the past. 
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“Physical examinations were started September 20th 
and completed October 15th. As this is the fifth year 
of the present system of medical examinations and in- 
spection, it is of interest to compare the statistics of 
1922 with the past year, 1926. The results are gratify- 
ing beyond words and as the examinations were con- 
ducted by the same examiners each year the chance 
of personal variations may be considered very slight. 
The number of reportable defective teeth has dropped 
from 580 to 250—tonsils from 438 to 184—adenoids 
from 188 to 87, and so on down the line. Organic heart 
conditions we find are most always due to illnesses con- 
tracted during the pre-school age, and even at that the 
number has dropped from 60 to 45. That is a good 
decrease. The most remarkable decrease is found in 
functional heart conditions which shows a decline from 
235 in 1922 to 60 in 1926. I believe this is due to our 
efforts in restricting the gymnasium activities of those 
children very much underweight, with rapid, irritable 
hearts. It is pleasing to note the difference in the num- 
ber of undernourished children and the poor posture 
cases.” 


“‘No epidemics or marked prevalent conditions were 
encountered during the year. Of course we always 
have a large number of upper respiratory conditions 
as common colds, etc. during the fall and winter sea- 
sons. Those children with severe head colds and se- 
vere coughs are and should be excluded until better.”’

“Diphtheria is practically unknown now and I am 
sorry we could not continue with our prevention work 
this fall, but it had to be postponed on account of the 
tuberculosis survey. It is hoped we may be able to go 
ahead with this important work in the spring.”’ 

“The State Department of Health with their ten year 
program of tuberculosis survey carried on their work 
in the Brookline Schools during the month of December. 
The total number of children examined was 319. Sev- 
enty-two of these children showed positive tubercular 
skin reactions and seventy-eight were X-Rayed. The > 
X-Ray report will probably be received in the near 
future. It may be said that a positive skin reaction 
does not necessarily mean the child is suffering with 
tuberculosis, but that it has some tuberculous glands 
which may or may not have already become healed 
and calcified. . These cases simply fall into our classi- 
fication of underweights to whom we are and have 
been preaching—Rest—Fresh Air and Proper Food.” 

The success attained in our Health work is the result, 
also, to a large extent, of the follow-up work of our 
school nurses, as the following table will show.

Although the object of physical education is the im- 
provement of the health, posture, and social co-opera- 
tion of all the pupils, just pride may be taken in the 
general success that has attended the varsity high 
school teams, culminating in the winning of the Su- 
burban League Championship in Football. Great credit 
is due to Mr. Hines, Physical Director, the assistant 
coaches, and the large squad of players themselves, 
who by persistent work in class teams of previous years, 
as well as their spirit and energy this season, have se- 
cured this triumph for Brookline. Recognition should 
also be given to the co-operation of the faculty and 
student body, for without a strong and united school 
spirit such success would have been difficult to attain. 

The baseball games among the different schools for 
the championship of Brookline public elementary 
schools have been extremely interesting in themselves 
and have promoted a spirit of wholesome rivalry in the 
various parts of the town. Last spring the competition 
was very close and the championship was won by the 
Heath School, to which was awarded a magnificent 
cup, the gift of the Brookline Post No. 11 American 
Legion. The generosity of the Legion in offering such a 
prize to stimulate the right sort of athletic spirit merits 
recognition and appreciation of all interested in the 
public schools. 
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Mental Health 


For several years increasing attention has been given 
to the education of pupils whose mental development 
has been irregular. Careful study of their mental, 
physical, emotional, and social conditions has been car- 
ried on. Asa result most have been brought to a satis- 
factory position in regular classes, and a few have been 
gathered into special classes, where through work of 
various character and adapted to their individual 
needs, they are led to take pride in capitalizing their 
success in particular fields and to feel the joy of 
achievement which it would have been impossible for 
them to realize in classes of standard size, moving on 
a regular and more or less uniform schedule. 

The closest co-operation between the home and the 
school is necessary for the good of all children, and the 
mutual gain resulting from the work of our visiting 
teacher has shown the wisdom of such an appointment. 

Problems still continue to present themselves largely 
through a failure to realize until rather late in a pupil’s 
course the particular line of work for which he is best 
fitted, or to direct him early enough how most profit- 
ably to mould his course. A complete organization of 
educational and vocational guidance is shortly needed 
at least for all the secondary grades of our system. 

At the close of the secondary school a large number 
of our pupils seek entrance to college, on the basis 
either of certification of their high school work, or of 
examinations conducted by the College Board, or of a 
combination of the two. The number of candidates 
who can be received into colleges is steadily decreasing 
in comparison with the increase of the high school pop- 
ulation; the examinations have largely ceased to be a 
qualifying test, as they have been for years, and are 
becoming practically competitive tests. As a result of 
this condition the number of entrants that a college 
can welcome is selected from those of highest rank on 
examinations. Thus many who secure a passing grade 
find themselves outside the favored number and are 
disappointed in their hope of reaching the college of 
their aspirations. Persistent and thorough attention to 
home and school work is absolutely necessary for those 
who seriously plan to go to college. 

The following information in regard to those who 
sought entrance to college from the Brookline High 
School at the close of last year will be of interest. It 
should be borne in mind that numbers of pupils the 
country over who fail in examinations in June pass

them in September. It should also be remembered that 
any pupil, regardless of the utter hopelessness of suc- 
cess as shown by school records or teachers’ estimates 
of his ability, may take college examinations upon the 
payment of the requisite fee.

Buildings 


In spite of the recent enlargements of the High, De- 
votion, and Runkle Schools, considerable building will 
be necessary during the next decade, and particularly 
within the next five years. The growth of Brookline 
goes on steadily; and in numerous instances the enroll- | 
ment in schools, though by no means sufficient to be 
regarded as crowded, is so distributed among the 
grades as to cause serious embarrassment to secure 
enough rooms to avoid classes of excessive size. 

The erection of the new school and library building, 
for which plans have been drawn and funds appropri- 
ated, will relieve the congestion at the Heath School, 
provide a large group of children with a building in 
their immediate vicinity, and permit a reduction in the 
transportation of pupils by bus. This building will 
doubtless be ready for occupancy at the opening of 
school in September. 

The need of an assembly hall for the Driscoll School 
was presented in the report of last year and it is to be 
hoped that such a building will be completed before 
next winter. The Driscoll School, although constantly 
fluctuating in enrollment, has reached a registration 
only once before surpassed, and when one considers 
the amount of land on Corey Hill still unbuilt upon, 
there is slight doubt that additional rooms will even- 
tually be needed for the pupils of the first six grades. 
The assembly hall, therefore, not only should provide 
an auditorium for approximately two hundred and 
ninety, but should also have its foundations strong 
enough and its roof so designed that without excessive 
cost two regular classrooms could be constructed above 
it when necessary. 

Thus the year 1927 should see the erection of these 
two new buildings. 

The temporary abandonment of the Bovievan School 
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about four years ago has caused the Lincoln School to 
become seriously crowded with the unusual increase 
of the past and present years. Moreover the increase 
of the regular primary grades in the Sewall School will 
make necessary the withdrawal and the return to the 
Lincoln of the fourth grade temporarily housed there. 
The rehabilitation of the Boylston School had been 
planned to take care of the increase in the primary 
grades and kindergarten. The amount necessary to’ 
re-equip this building to comply with the requirements 
of the State Commission on Public Safety, as well as 
to meet the School Committee’s ideas of what a fit 
building should be for our young people, proved to be 
so great as to render utterly imprudent the rehabilita- 
tion of the Boylston, especially when one reflects upon 
the noisy and dangerous location. The temporary use 
of one or two rooms at the Winthrop will solve this sit- 
uation for the present. 


In general, with the fluctuation in enrollment in 
grades and districts, it will be increasingly necessary 
to vary the boundary lines of districts. These have 
been fixed more by tradition than by any formal regu- 
lation of the Board. Whenever one of two adjacent 
districts approaches congestion while the other has 
available seatings, the transfer of pupils from one to 
the other is a measure of economy and efficiency in in- 
struction. 

The year 1928 will probably see the request for ap- 
propriations for a new Lawrence School and the erec- 
tion of the second section of the High School. Both of 
these should be ready for occupancy by the opening 
of schools in the fall of 1929. 

The development of the south-west part of the Town 
will require in a few years the erection of a six-grade 
school conveniently located for the South Street and 
Wolcott Road districts. The exact time cannot at pres- 
ent be forecasted, but the asking of the appropriation 
probably cannot be deferred beyond 1930. 

In the meantime the Devotion School continues to 
grow steadily. Drawing as this does from a very wide 
area, there is the problem of whether it will be wiser 
to erect the southeast addition already frequently men- 
tioned, or to construct a primary building in one of the 
more remote parts of the Devotion district. 

The Junior High School problem has an‘important 
bearing on the building question and certain definite 
details of the program cannot be determined until it 
is decided whether the present 8-4 plan is to be con- 
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tinued permanently, or a 6-2-4 plan, or the 6-3-3 plan, 
generally being introduced, is to be adopted. 

In all building there will be kept in mind the limiting 
of classes to reasonable size. In general, the goal is no 
elementary section over 40, no seventh or eighth grade 
section over 35, no high school section over 30. Every 
effort will be made to have the sections in Brookline 
even smaller. At present this condition has been real- 
ized in our High School, where the prevailing size of 
recitation sections is about twenty-five. To reduce 
oversized sections elsewhere, extra teachers are se- 
cured and large sections divided for instruction in the 
more important subjects. 

The growth of population, the sporadic increases in 
various grades, requiring that extra teachers of real 
experience be secured, entails an increasing appropri- 
ation for maintaining the public schools as well as fre- 
quent demands for new buildings. 


Junior High School 


As the School Committee has been, and still is, con- 
sidering the question of the adoption of the junior high 
school system for Brookline, I shall not at this time re- 
view the educational history of the reorganization that 
has culminated in the junior high school, nor present 
the different problems that it has met and solved, or 
is solving. 

I cannot forbear pointing out most definitely that 
the implanting of a stereotyped junior high school on 
any community, identical in all details as it has existed 
in another community, would be in violation of the 
junior high school spirit, which aims, through a re- 
organization of certain grades—VII—IX inclusive,—to 
meet and solve the educational problems of the com- 
munity in which it is located in a manner saner, 
sounder, and more economical than before. 

The immediate importance of an early decision upon 
the question lies in its effect upon the building program 
for the future. Although the next unit of the High 
School will be substantially unaffected by the decision, 
the treatment of the Old High School edifice, the plans 
for the new Lawrence School, and the building pro- 
gram in the Devotion and other districts are closely 
dependent upon it. 

The general approval of the junior high school by 
the many progressive communities in Massachusetts 
that have adopted it is prima facie evidence that they 
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have found it a more effective means than any hitherto 
tried, of solving the problems of the pupils of the sey- 
enth, eighth, and ninth grades. 

My own study of this problem, including as it has 
inspection of junior high schools, preparation of man- 
uals, conduct of graduate courses in this field, and ob- 
servation of its operation in the north-eastern and 
north-central parts of the country, convinces me that 
it is the most important contribution to school organiza- 
tion for scores of years, and I unhesitatingly recom- 
mend its adoption by the School Committee at the most 
feasible time.

REPORT of the TOWN ACCOUNTANT 


Brookline, Mass., January 17, 1927. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen:—In compliance with Article X, Section 
6, of the Town By-Laws, I herewith submit the twenty- 
ninth annual report of the Accounting Department. 

During the town’s financial year, ending December 
31, 1926, I have examined the accounts of Albert P. 
Briggs, the Treasurer, at the close of each month’s busi- 
ness, and have found them to be correct, with the bal- 
ances cash on hand and in bank, as entered in his books. 
I have examined and checked all notes, bonds and cou- 
pons paid during the year and have found them prop- 
erly cancelled. 

I have also examined his accounts as Collector and 
have set forth my findings under a schedule entitled 
Summary of Collector’s Accounts. 

His accounts as Treasurer of the Trustees of the Wal- 
nut Hills Cemetery and Brookline Cemetery, of the 
William H. Lincoln School Funds, the J. Murray Kay 
Fund, the Warren Tree Fund, the Abbie W. Dean 
Fund, the John A. Curtin Prize Fund, the John L. Gard- 
ner Trust and the Isabella Stewart Gardner Fund have 
been examined and all are found to be as reported by 
him. 

The accounts of Arthur L. Endicott, Treasurer of the 
Trustees of the Public Library, were examined at the 
close of the year and found to be correct, with stock 
certificates and registered bonds standing in the name 
of the Trustees of the Public Library. 

I have examined the accounts of the Librarian of the 
Public Library and of the Superintendent of the Gym- 
nasium and Baths, and find them to agree with the 
books of the Treasurer. 

A detailed statement of the receipts and their 
sources, and of the payments and the purposes there- 
for, follows. The condition of the various trust funds, 
sources of income and amounts paid out is also set 
» forth. 

A statement covering the estimated value of town 
property and a classified statement of the maturing 
funded debt and interest thereon, is included.

The Assessors herewith submit their report for the 
year 1926. 


The Board has consisted of the same members as in 
1925 :—Charles H. Stearns, Charles A. Bowditch and 
John T. Comerford, Mr. Stearns being re-elected at the 
last town election. Charles H. Stearns was chosen 
Chairman of the Board and Herbert N. Bates, Secre- 
tary. 

The increase in the amount to be raised by taxation 
for town expenses together with the increase in State, 
Metropolitan and County taxes required an increase 
in the tax rate from $19.20 to $21.30 per thousand.
